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Hope chief rabbis will act in good faith’ 

Ethiopian Jews 
finally end protest

Ethiopian Jews were late last night 
ending their protest opposite the 
offices of the Chief Rabbinate in 
Jerusalem, getting on buses back to 
absorption centres all over the coun- 
try. 

The final decision to end the 
month-long strike came eight hours 
after what appeared to be a conclu- 
sive vote by the protesters to go 
home and four hours after ' their 
leaders postponed that departure 
because of fears that they had been 
“tricked" by the government. That 
cancellation marked the third time 
that an apparent end to the protest 
had been in sight, only for a solution 
to disappear over what some obser- 
vers saw as a misunderstanding. 

The surprise decision not to end 
the strike earlier in the day came 
only minutes after a meeting, with 
Prime Minister Peres and the young 
leaders and kesim (religious elders; 
of the community, which Peres and 
other officials understood to mark 
the formal end to the demonstration. 

Taking part were Absorption 
Minister Ya'acov Tsur, Religious 
Affairs Ministry Director - General 
Moshe Solomon, peace activist Abie 
Nathan and Eli Ben-Dehan, an aide 
to Sephardi Chief. Rabbi Eliahu 
Mordecfaai. 

Peres greeted the Ethiopians, 
saying he was aware of their suffer- 
ing, but was happy that a way had 
been found to end the strike. Refer- 
ring to their patience and persever- 


ence, he joked, “I want to make an 
agreement with you. If I am ever in 
trouble, you will help me." Peres 
then read a letter from himself to the 
Ethiopians and another from the 
chief rabbis to himself, but apparent- 
ly even at this point the Ethiopians 
were still unaware that the two let- 
ters constituted the sum total of the 
agreement. 

Replying to Peres was Kes Alalie, 
who only yesterday had .become the 
father of a baby girl. Alalie told 
Peres that be was naming his daugh- 
ter Ziona. 

The participants then went from 
the Prime Minister’s Office to the 
protest site where Peres addressed 
the gathering, commending the 
Ethiopian Jews ou their decision to 
end the strike. 

But immediately after Peres and 
the other dignitaries left, a heated 
dispute arose in which some of the 
representatives and onlookers - 
among diem Jerusalem attorney Uri 
Hupert, an activist against religious 
coercion - objected to the fact that 
Chief Rabbis had not actually signed 
the agreement ending the strike. 
Saying that the government officials 
have tricked them, the Ethiopians 
were unwilling to go home. * 

Their response caused a furor 
among some of their own suppor- 
ters, including Nathan - who has, in 
the past few weeks, been actively 
involved in eliciting support for them 
and negotiating on their behalf- and 
municipal and government officials

Lebanese kidnappers 
kill Soviet diplomat 


BEIRUT. - Moslem kidnappers 
yesterday shot dead a Soviet hostage 
but later said they would free three 
others if attacks by "Soviet stooges" 
on Moslem radicals in Tripoli were 
halted. 

Early yesterday , potiee found the 
body of 32-year-old diplomat 
Arkady Katkov dumped on waste- 
land in Moslem-controlled West 
Beirut with a single bullet wound 
through the uppir left cheek. 

The Soviet government yesterday 
demanded the immediate and un- 
conditional release of the three re- 
maining Soviet hostages and said any 
delay would aggravate the guilt of 
the kidnappers. 

Prime Minister Peres condemed 
the killing of the diplomat. He said in 
a statement: "Israel condemns every 
form of terrorism and calls for closer 
international cooperation in the war 
against terrorism." 

An anonymous caller, saying he 
spoke for the kidnappers, told an 
international news agency yesterday 
afternoon the rest of the hostages 
would be freed if attacks on “Mos- 
lem Tripoli" stopped. 

•.‘Failing this, we will continue to 
execute the hostages and will hold 
the Soviet Urn on to its responsibility 
for restraining its stooges in Leba- 
non." the caller said. 

He said he spoke for the Islamic 
Liberation Organization, which 
announced the “execution" in a pre- 
vious call. 


A second caller demanded that 
Syrian-backed militias assaulting 
Moslem fundamentalist forces in 
Tripoli withdraw as a condition for 
freeing the remaining three Soviet 
Embassy officials. 

KatkoV# body was found just 42 
hours after the four Sovier citizens - 
two diplomats, a commercial repre- 
sentative and the embassy doctor - 
were seized by gunmen in West 
Beirut on Monday. 

It was the third time kidnappers in 
Lebanon are known to have killed a 
foreign hostage in a wave of abduc- 
tions since January 1984. The sha- 
dowy Islamic Jihad (holy war) group 
still holds captive six Americans and 
four Frenchmen. 

The body of British teacher Denis 
Hill was discovered on May 28, a day 
after his kidnap, dose to where the 
Soviet official was found. Dutch 
Jesuit priest Nicholas Kluiters was 
also found dead in East Lebanon's 
Bekaa Valley in April, more than 
two weeks after he went missing. 

Meanwhile, Syrian forces pound- 
ed Tripoli with a merciless barrage of 
rocket fire yesterday as their leftist 
militia allies and Moslem fun- 
damentalists fought savage house- 
to-house battles for control of 
strategic slopes. 

Iran, an ally of both Syria and the 
Tawheed Island, or Islamic Unifica- 
tion fundamentalists, stepped in to 
mediate an end to the 17-day-old 
battle. (Reuter. AP). 


Rock Hudson dies of Aids

LOS ANGELES (Reuter). - Film 
star Rock Hudson, who shinned the 
world last summer by revealing he 
had the dreaded Aids disease, died 
yesterday in his sleep at his Beverly 
Hills home, his publicist said. He 
was 59. 

Hudson, who had earlier travelled 
to France in a futile search for a cure 
for Aids (acquired immune deficien- 
cy syndrome), left a Los Angeles 
hospital on August 24 after doctors 
said they could do no more for him. 

The revelation by Hudson, star of 
63 films and several television series 
in a career that spanned nearly 40 
years, that he had Aids helped to 
bring the disease wider recognition 
as a public health hazard. 

■ In the last weeks of his life Hudson 
donated $250,000 to organizations 
seeking a cure for Aids, which 
weakens the body's immunity to dis- 
eases and has taken more than 6,000 
lives in the U.S. alone.

Arafat accuses U.S. of aiding IAF 

Anti- American mood 
runs high in Tunisia 


TUNIS. - Gangs of youths shouting 
anti-American slogans surged - 
through the Streets Of the T unisian ‘ 
capital yesterday in protest against 
President Reagan’s apparent 
approval of the Israeli air attack on 
the PLO headquarters near Tunis. 

Tunisian police were deployed in 
force to break up the demonstrators 
near the American Embassy and the 
American Library and Cultural Cen- 
tre. No arrests or injuries were re- 
ported. 

. Earlier, PLO chief Yasser Arafat 
vowed to retaliate for the attack. 
“My people will respond to this 
official terrorism and to the Israeli 
military junta." he said. 

President Habib Bourguiba sum- 
moned U.S. Ambassador Peter 
Sebastian to express his “profound 
regret and great astonishment" at 
the American position on the raid. 

He urged the U.S. to reconsider 
its “negative" stance. 

Reagan described the Israeli ac- 


tion as justified retaliation for the 
murder of three Israelis by Palesti- 
nian terrorists in Cyprus last week. 

Diplomatic sources said Sebastian 
gave Bourguiba a message deeply 
regretting the loss of life caused by 
the attack and the continuing terror- 
ism which was compounding the 
problems of the Middle East 

Tunisia's Prime Minister 
Mohamed Mzali told western 
ambassadors he was determined to 
crush any attempted acts of violence 
against Americans or American pre- 
mises. 

But the Tunisian labour federa- 
tion, the Ge neral Union of Tunisian 
Workers (UGTT), scheduled amass 
protest meeting in the capital for 
Sunday. 

In the industrial port city of 
Gabes, about 7,000 people marched 
through the streets to the offices of 
ihe^cduntry’s largest trade union', a 
union spokesman said.

Peres says: 

Lamaca 
killers were 
‘Force 17

Prime Minister Shimon Peres dis- 
closed last night that Israel bad 
learned from captured members of 
the PLO's “Force IT' that the three 
men who carried out the Lamaca 
murders last week were also mem- 
bers of the force. 

Interviewed on Israel Television's 
Moked programme , the premier said 
that captives taken by the Israel navy 
some time ago had identified the 
three Lamaca assailants from photo- 
graphs. 

Beyond any doubt, they were 
members of “Force 17," Peres said. 
He indicated that the Cypriot au- 
thorities were ignorant of the true 
identities of the three men. The 
British terrorist - who, according to 
reports from Lamaca, actually shot 
the three Israelis - bad been in 
“Force IT’ for nearly three years, 
Peres said. 

Peres said that several comman- 
ders of “Force IT' had been killed in 
the IAF raid on the PLO base in 
Tunisia on Tuesday. 

“We could not know who precise- 
ly would be where at the specific 
moment of the attack," Peres said. 

He was “not sure." be said, that 
Israel has a special interest in killing 
PLO chief Yasser Arafat. Israel's 
war is "against a terror organization 
- as long as it deals in terror.. .not in 
this or that individual leader.” 

A sovereign state, he added, had 
to steer dear of targetting individual 
terrorists, the premier said. 

He explained that the government 
had not reconsidered its decision to 
bomb the base in Tunisia following 
King Hussein’s conciliatory speech 
at the UN on Friday because the 
fight against terror and the search for 
diplomatic progress were unlinked 
and must stay unlinked. 

The premier reiterated his opposi- 
tion to great power peace “auspices" 
so long as the Soviet Union had not 
reestablished diplomatic ties with 
Israel. He said there were Arab 
statesmen who appreciated this 
Israeli position -“and, if my ears are 
finely tuned, I think I hear signs that

U.S. tones down 
its approval of 
strike at PLO

WASHINGTON. - In the free 
of mounting Arab condemna- 
tion, the Reagan Administration 
yesterday backed off somewhat 
from its earlier support for 
Israel’s bombing of die PLO 
headquarters in Tunisia. 

The White House and the 
State Department, after long in- 
ternal debates, issued identical 
statements which sought simul- 
taneously both to distance the 
U.S. from the Israeli action while 
at the same time still expressing 
“understanding” for it. 

Once again, U.S. spokesmen 
issued strong statements denying 
any American involvement in the 
bombing raid. “There was no Amer- 
ican forewarning of any sort con- 
cerning that raid," State Depart- 
ment spokesman Charles Redman 
said. 

President Reagan, who publicly 
had indicated his support for the 
Israeli action on Tuesday, sent a 
letter of condolence to Tunisian 
President Habib Bourgmba over the 
loss of life of Tunisian citizens. “Our 
sympathies are with the people of 
Tunisia," the letter said. 

At the same time, die State De- 
partment reiterated the statement 
issued Tuesday by Secretary of State 
George Shultz deploring the “rising 
pattern of violence in the region, 
including the latest incident of the 
attack on PLO headquarters in 
Tunis.'" 

But the U.S. statement released 
yesterday clearly did not back off 
entirely from the earlier expressions 
of support for Israel's action. Some 
State Department officials, fearing 
the angry reaction in the Arab world 
against the U.S., had pressed hard 
for a considerably more critical 
statement opposing the Israeli 
strike. 

But their advice was rejected by 
other administration policymakers, 


including Reagan himself who have 
warned terrorists of retaliatory ac- 
tion in the past. Certainly, following 
the initial statements of support for 
Israel, a complete reversal by 
Washington was out of rhe question. 

U.S. diplomats saw yesterday's 
finely balanced statements as part of 
a U.S. effort to contain the diploma- 
tic fallout against the U.S. in the 
Arab world. 

Still, die Americans made clear 
that they were prepared to use their 
veto at the UN Security Council to 
block passage of any resolution 
which was overly anti-Israel and cer- 
tainly any resolution which called for 
mandatory sanctions against Israel. 

“While resort to violence is de- 
plorable," the latest U.S.- statement 
said, “it is useful to recall the antece- 
dents to this attack which included 
repeated attempts to infiltrate ter- 
rorists into Israel and the outrageous 
murder of three Israeli civilians at 
Larnaca. Against this background, 
the air strike is understandable as an 
expression of self-defence." 

Still the statement went on to 
indirectly criticize the Israeli action - 
certainly more sharply than on Tues- 
day. “Our distress is especially 
acute, however, since one act of 
violence touches off another and a 
pattern of escalation is established. 
Such acts of violence are contrary to 
our overall objective of a peaceful, 
stable Middle East and cannot be 
condoned." 

While criticizing “acts of violence 
from whatever quarter they come." 
the statement went on to say: 'Of 
equal importance, our opposition to 
terrorism is well-known and un- 
swerving and the international com- 
munity must be able to defend 
against such acts. Without such de- 
fence. the practitioners of terrorism 
in the Middle East will move closer 
to their goal of stopping efforts to- 
ward peace in the region. We must 
not allow, this .violent? to harm .or 
hinder the efforts we and other par- 
ties are exerting to bring peace to the 
Middle East.” 


Mass walkout as foreign minister begins speech 

Shamir tells UN: Israel 
acted against murderers 


Diplomatic dust will settle- Rabin

UNITED NATIONS. - Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir said today 
that Israel had attacked the PLO 
headquarters in Tunisia because, 
“These headquarters were responsi- 
ble foT a number of sea borne 
attempts against our people.” 

Speaking before the UN General 
Assembly, Shamir declared: “We 
had no intention of attacking Tuni- 
sia. although this country has per- 
mitted, terrorist bases to exist on its 
soil. We acted against murderous 
criminals in order to prevent the 
continuation of their murderous 
acts.” 

When Shamir rose to address the 
assembly, there immediately fol- 
lowed a mass walkout that appeared 
to include Arab and Communist de- 
legations as well as nearly the entire 
non-aligned-bloc. 

Even as Shamir was addressi n g 
the General Assembly, tire Security 
Council opened debate on a com- 
plaint by Tunisia against Israel. Rep- 
resentatives of Tunisia, Kuwait, In- 
dia, Egypt and the PLO lambasted 
what they all termed “Israel’s cri- 
minal aggression" in bitter terms. . 


Shamir met yesterday with the 
Polish foreign minister, and they 
issued a joint statement following 
their meeting. The statement, which 
did not mention the raid on Tonis, 
stressed that Poland and Israel 
would continue to develop their 
trade and cultural ties. 

During the afternoon session, 
France, Denmark, Australia, Thai- 
land, China, Peru and Turkey all 
made statements condemning the 
raid. 

The Tunisian complaint against 
Israel is' likely to come to a vote 
today. 

In his remarks, Shamir called on 
King Hussein to “enter into direct 
negotiations with Israel, not in some 
vague and deflecting international 
form, but in direct bilateral negotia- 
tions." 

Shamir urged Hussein to “free 
himself from the clutches of the PLO 
terrorists. 

Sbaihir said Israel was ready to 
meet a Jordanian delegation that 
might include Palestinians from 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza, “ or other 
Arab Palestinians to be mutually 
agreed upon."

TEL AVIV. - Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin yesterday told the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee that he believes 
Israel will not suffer any long-term 
consequences from the air force raid 
on PLO headquarters in Tunis. He 
added that Egypt will probably soon 
renew negotiations over Taba. 

Rabin was greeted with almost 
unanimous approval of the air-strike 
by members of the committee. The 
odd-man -out was Citizens Rights 
Movement MK Yossi Sand, who 


launched a stinging attack on the 
action. 

Rabin provided the committee 
with technical details of the mission 
and reported that he had proposed 
hitting not only the perpetrators of 
terrorist outrages, but also those 
who plan them. 

Rabin admitted that such actions 
cannot be a solution to terror. “It 
cannot even so much as be presented 
as a deterrent,” he said. “But it 
makes it much harder for the terror- 
ists to carry out their bloody 
schemes. It is a must to take such 
actions from time to time," 


He went on to say that he was not 
worried about the possible de- 
trimental effects of the action on 
Israel’s foreign relations. . 

“Dust tends to settle ahd things 
will return to what they were," he 
predicted. “Israel can be sure that 
Egypt will soon be back at the nego- 
tiation table. Hussein too is con- 
tinuing his visit to the U.S. , where he 
is expounding his ideas, and peace . 
overtures will continue in that direc- 
tion as well."

Why Arafat was not IAFs target 


Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
was not trying to cover up failure 
when he told the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee 
yesterday that the target of Tues- 
day’s raid was not Yasser Arafat. 

In fact, if Arafat had been killed 
the impact and message of the air 
force’s strike against the PLO head-, 
quarters at Hammam Plaza, 'some 
2,460 kilometres from Israel, would 
have been lost. 

Instead'of driving home the mes- 
sage that terror will be dealt with at 


source, no matter how distant that 
source or bow touchy the diplomatic 
circumstances, the raid would have 
been perceived as a private vendetta 
against Arafat just as the Palestinian 
leader was embarking on a course of 
peace. 

This was one of the considerations 
taken into account by the political 
and military planners of Tuesday’s 
raid. The goal was to strike at the 
heart of the PLO’s leadership, not 
necessarily to liquidate that lead- 
ership. 


The strike was first intended to 
enhance Israel's deterrent credibil- 
ity, and add yet another layer to the 
existing levels of defence against 
tenor. ' 

The main target of the raid was not 
only the headquarters of Force 17, 
but the PLO infrastructure as a 
whole. Five buildings in the 700 
square metre compound were 
bombed: the office of the director of 
operations of Fatah, a small complex 
comprising Arafat's personal bead-

Danot into voluntary liquidation

The Danot Investment Company 
yesterday announced that its board 
of directors has called for an extraor-' 
dinary general meeting of sharehol- 
ders to put the long-troubled firm 
into voluntary liquidation. 

The reason given in the Danot 
statement for this move is that “be- 
cause of its obligations the company 
can no longer continue in business 
and ought therefore to be li- 
quidated.” 

Ibis came as a surprise to the 
business and financial community in 
Tel Aviv as well as to the Bank of 
Israel in Jerusalem, despite the fact 
that Danot’s days have for long been 
numbered by its inability to shake off 
its heavy debt-load. “Danot was kil- 
led by the constantly mounting fi- 
nance costs that burdened it," said 
one well-informed observer last 
night. 

The main asset in. the company's 
possession, and the focus erf most of 
the interest in its fate, is its majority 
stake in Fibi Bankhoiding Corpora- 
tion, the parent company of the First 
International Bank. The future of 
this bank has brought about the 
involvement of the Bank of Israel in 
the fate of Danot, and the stance of 


the central bank and its veto power 
over potential buyers have been the 
key factors in the lead-up to yester- 
day's announcement (see separate 
story on page 7). 

The Danot statement admits that 
the firm's finance 'expenses have laid 
it low, and notes that although the 
1984 balance-sheet still showed a net 
positive balance of assets over liabili- 
ties amounting to IS1.283 billion, 
this has been rapidly eroded by the 
interest-rale burden on the com- 
pany’s estimated $30 million in 
debts. 

The largest single debtor by far is 
Bank Leumi, and it was with this 
bank that negotiations had recently 
centred in an effort to find a way of 
selling Danot’s stake in Fibi, and 
thereby realizing sufficient money to 
pay off most; if not all, the debts. 
When these talks fell through last 
month, the Danot bond, charred by 
leading industrialist Marc Mosevics, 
apparently realized that the least bad 
alternative facing it was to seek 
voluntary liquidation, rather than 
waiting for the creditors to go to 
court to appoint a receiver. 

AH parties involved agree that 
there are numerous potential buyers 
for First International, control of 
which can be obtained through 


Danot’s sale of its Fibi holding. 
Many of these buyers have been 
reticent in the past to complete even 
fully-negotiated deals because they 
hoped that the Bank of Israel press- 
ure, combined with the desire of the 
commercial banks to get their loan- 
money returned, would inevitably 
force down the price being sought. 

The hope now is that this “distress 
sale" approach will be invalidated, 
since the company has put itself into 
liquidation, and the court-appointed 
liquidators will be able to seek the 
best price in an unhurried manner. 
In fact, some observers believe that 
serious negotiations, and possibly 
even a deal, are possible in the 
corning period in which the extraor- 
dinary shareholders meeting is to be 
convened, and only after which the 
liquidation process may begin. 

The feature that has made the 
Danot case so unusual is that while 
most of the investments made by the 
company -formed in 1980 by eleven 
leading Israeli and overseas 
businessmen- have beten marked by 
poor selection^ and poor manage- 
ment, its first and biggest venture, 
the purchase of tbeFirst Internation- 
al Bank, has been a runaway success. 
Thus the subsidiary has come to

Soldiers quicker on the 
trigger now in W. Bank

A senior defence source said 
yesterday soldiers maintaining 
security in the West Bank are quick- 
er on die trigger now and that as a 
result some innocent civilians have 
been shot. But he insisted that be- 
cause of an increased military pre- 
sence in the area it has have been 
possible to capture attackers in the 
act and foil other attacks. 

‘He said measures wQl be taken 
against Jewish settlers who raided 
Halhul on Thursday night. The 
police have been asked to investigate 
charges against some of the raiders 
suspected- of smashing car wind- 
shields and windows of Arab homes 
and setting fire to property. The 
attackers could have been dispersed 
by tear gas or gun-fire, but the army 
wanted to avoid such drastic action, 
he said. 

He said soldiers were quicker on 
the trigger today because “that is 
what happens where people are ner- 
vous." Their instin ct to shoot is 
“natural ” and consequently more 
people are injured, he continued. 

The source, charged with main- 
taining security in the West Bank, 
noted there has been an increase in 
the number of serious attacks on 
Israelis especially in the Mount Heb- 
ron Hills area. As examples he cited 
last week’s shooting at a bus in 
Halhul, the hand grenade thrown at 
a patrol in Hebron, and the murder 


in the Hebron market area last 
month. 

Moreover, the authorities believe 
that a well-trained terrorist 

a'quad has been operating in the 
area for more than a year and is 
responsible for several attacks, in- 
cluding last week’s shooting of the 
Egged bus, he said. However, the 
squad was not behind the market 
murder or the hand-grenade attack 
in Hebron, he said. 

The source said that the army has 
investigated all incidents in which 
soldiers have opened fire. In all cases 
in which civilians were 'hurt, the 
soldiers were found to have acted in 
-accordance with standing orders. 

Many of the injured people were 
mentally ill and their behaviour had 
aroused the soldiers’ suspicions, he 
said. 

"When soldiers see someone 
walking strangely, and peering' out 
from behind walls they become 
suspicious and order the person to 
stop. Frightened, the person starts to 
flee so the soldiers open fire which 
just makes the person keep run- 
ning," the source said. 

“The villagers know those people 
are deranged but the soldiers don’t.” 

In some cases, however, soldiers 
fired into the air and at car wheels 
without justification. They were 
tried and punished, he added. 

The source said he was not sure all 
incidents are reported as some 
Arabs were afraid to complain. He 
insisted they had nothing to fear.

who had been active in providing 
elementary conch tins of comfort for 
the strikers. Nathan walked off and, 
last night, after the final decision to 
go home, the strike leaders were still 
looking for him, in an effort to reach 
a reconciliation. 

Wellwishers explained that the 
roundabout form of agreement came 
because of a post-Yom Kippur deci- 
sion by the chief rabbis to end all 
talks with the protesting Ethiopians, 
a stand which served to underwrite 
earlier statements by the chief rabbis 
that they could not negotiate con- 
cerning matters of halacha, But the 
Ethiopian leaden said last night that 
they had only realized the chief rab- 
bis weren’t signing the agreement 
itself moments before Peres left. 

In yesterday’s letter to the Prime 
Minister, the chief rabbis said that 
they approved of the attached agree- 
ment which was in accord with 
halacha and they would rcommend it 
to the Chief Rabbinical Council. But 
at least some of the leaders of the 
protesters saw in the words 
“approve” and “recommend” an 
option forthe rabbis to renege on the 
agreement. 

The Ethiopians hope the agree- 
ment will end, once and for all, the 
need for them to automatically 
undergo a symbolic conversion cere- 
mony, in the form of ritual immer- 
sion, in order to be married by the 
rabbinate. 

The call for immersion, which for 
many recalled pressure to convert to 
Christianity and undergo baptism in 
Ethiopia, was seen as the last in a 
series of actions denying the Ethio- 
pians’ Jewishness. 

According to the agreement, 
which is virtually die. same as propos- 
als made since before Rosh Hasha- 
na, members of the community 
wishing to be married are to apply to 
their local rabbinical marriage reg- 
istrar. He will examine their person- 
al status “according to our holy 
Tore.” 

The evidence examined by the 
marriage registrar will include that 
of an “Institute for the Heritage of 
Ethiopian Jewry," which is to be set 
up by the Religious Affairs Ministry 
and is to include in its ranks the 
kesim and leaders of the community. 
This evidence is to be considered 
“important” by the registrar, but 
not, as the Ethiopians had deman- 


ded, “definitive." 

If the marriage registrar has any 
doubts, he is to refer the case to 
either the district rabbinical court or 
to a special court dealing with Ethio- 
pian Jews, according to the wishes of 
the marriage candidate. Those 
whose Jewish lineage is unques- 
tioned are to be married without the 
need for any special act of immer- 
sion. 

The rabbis would not agree that 
the evidence of the “Institute”, in 
other words, the kesim - would be 
authoritative. The rabbis thus did 
not accord them the status of, say, 
recognized Orthodox rabbis from 
abroad. 


Central to the agreement is the 
setting up of the special rabbinical 
court which is to deal with matters, 
not only of Ethiopian marriage, but 
with their divorces and with women 
whose husbands have disappeared 
(agunot). According to an unwritten 
understanding with the rabbinate, 
'tiie court is to be composed of rabbis 
known to consider the entire com- 
munity as Jews who have no need of 
going through any conversion cere- 
mony. In particular, the name of 
Netanya Chief Sephardi Rabbi 
DavidSheloush has been mentioned 
often in this context. With such a 
rabbinical court, virtually all the 
Ethiopians could be married without 
the need for special immersion. 

The decision to end the strike 
yesterday morning came after long 
and exhausting discussions among 
the leaders of the protesters, who 
had seen public support for their 
cause, and thus material support for 
continuing the strike, ebbing. A 
hunger strike had been seriously 
considered, but the idea was re- 
jected after it became clear that the 
strikers, most of whom were obser- 
vant, would not participate in such a 
strike during the current Succot holi- 
day and in any case would not con- 
tinue fasting on Shabbat. 


Yesterday morning the entire 
group of strikers met for several 
hours, in one of the mass meetings 
which bad been characteristic of the 
strike, everyone who wanted to 
speak having his say, and with the 
entire group voting. Of the few 
thousand present, only three voted 
to continue the strike.

Levy slams Egypt for linking 
Tunisia raid and Taba talks

ELI, Samaria. - Deputy Prime 
Minister David Levy yesterday ac- 
cused Egypt of violating its under- 
taking not to give terror any political 
backing. 

Levy, who was talking to reporters 
after laying the cornerstone for a 
Gus h - Emunim- pro j ected town of 
2,000 families here, was referring to 
the Egyptian announcement that the 
talks over Taba were suspended be- 
cause of the Israel Air Force raid on 
the PLO headquarters in Tunisia. 

If the Egyptians make a link be- 
tween the future of the talks and the 
attack. Levy said, ‘Then we tell the 
Egyptians with all due respect': we 
concluded a peace agreement be- 
tween the two states. We didn’t 
conclude an absurd agreement 


which would give murderers legi- 
timacy to attack ns without us being 
able to respond. " 


Egypt, he continued, undertook 
not to give terror shelter or any 
political backing. “This is the tim e to 
remind it (of that undertaking) with 
all severity.” 


At the cornerstone-laying cere- 
mony attended by thousands, Levy 
said: “In the past year we have set up 
eight new settlements in Judea and 
Samaria, and this year we are to set 
up another eight. Some 6,000 hous- 
ing units are being built at present." 
Levy added that some 250 families 
were expected to live in Eli initially. 
Eli overlooks the Nablus Jerusalem 
road. At present there are 12 fami- 
lies living there. 


One person injured in W. Bank violence 


One person was slightly injured in 
a series of incidents in the West Bank 
yesterday, which military sources 
said they believed were in reaction to 
the air force raid on PLO headquar- 
ters in Tunis. 

At the al-Askar refugee camp 
near Nablus, an army vehicle was 
forced to stop when it found its route 
blocked by stones. A group of 
youths waving Palestinian flags 
threw stones at the vehicle- but dis- 
persed when an officer fired in the 
air. 

Near the al-Amri refugee camp in 


the Ramallah district an IDF patrol 
was stopped by a similar barrier. 
Local people gathered in the road, 
but dispersed after the soldiers fired 


in the air. 


A passenger was slightly injured 
when a petrol bomb was hurled at a 
bus near Kalkilya.

EEC-Israel economic parley still on

BONN. - The foreign ministers of 
the European Community decided 
to postpone economic talks with 
Israel in a reaction f o the Israeli 
attack against PLO headquarters in 
Tunis, bnt then changed their minds. 

The original position was formu- 
lated during the foreign ministers’ 
meeting in Luxembouigon Monday. 

It included a condemnation of the 
attack, called on the current presi-

Palestinian delegation and post- 
poned the scheduled meeting of the 
joint European-Israeli Economic 
Council without a new date. 


Finally, however, the ministers 
produced a final resolution which 
condemned the Israeli attack, but 
did not mention the talks with a 
J ordanian-Palestini an delegation or 
the postponement of the talks with 
Israel. 


It was believed in Brussels that the 
Europeans were .influenced by the 
favourable reaction to the Israeli 
action by President Reagan.

"Habib Bourguiba and PLO chair- 
man Yasser Arafat against the 
“treacherous aggression." 

Lebanese President Amin 
Jeiriayel said that “we strongly de- 
nounce the Israeli raid on a vital area 
in the brotherly Arab state of Tuni- 
sia." State-owned Beirut Radio 
quoted him as saying in a cable to 
Bourguiba that “this raid is a flag- 
rant violation of international char- 
ters and conventions, especially the 
United Nations charter." 

Egypt’s semi-official al-AJtram 
daily branded the raid “an attempt 
to blow up peace efforts" while al- 
Akhbar newspaper said it en- 
■ dangered U.S. friendships and “con-

The Spanish government de- 
nounced the raid. A government 
statement said ' "this brutal attack 
against the territorial integrity of a 
sovereign state only contributes to 
make worse the existing tension and 
seriously jeopardizes the effort to 
get*a just peace in the Middle East. 

Rumania and Czechoslovakia also 
condemned the attack as an act of

Evans said there had been signs of 
movement towards a comprehensive

“Greece always condemns acts oF 
terrorism and the execution of three.

Eilon Moreh man convicted

TEL AVIV. - Yosef Harnoi, of the 
West Bank settlement of Eilon 
Moreh, was convicted of manslaugh- 
ter by the district court here yester- 
day in the killing of a Nablus girl in 
1983. He was also found guilty of 
causing the girl’s sister grievous 
bodflyhaim.' 

In November 1983 Harnoi and 
Ephraim Sega), also of the settle-, 
meat, were driving through Nablus 
when their car was stoned. They 
both got out and gave chase' to 
children they suspected of the' ston- 
ing. Segal fired several shots into the 
air. Harnoi fired several shots into a 
bakery, killing eight-year-old Aisha 
al-Bahsh and wounding her sister. 

• Segal, who was originally sus- 
pected of involvement in the killing, 
was convicted of destroying , evi- 
dence by switching the barrel of his 
Uzi with that of his employer at the 
settlement near Nablus. 

* When police came to question 
Segal after the shooting, he gave 
them the Uzi with the switched bar- 
rel to confuse the investigation . 

Segal was also convicted of trying 
to suborn witnesses. While he was in 
detention he passed two notes in- 
tended for his friends in which he 
urged them to intimidate potential 
witnesses from Nablus not to iden- 
tity him in an identity parade. He 


gave one of the notes to an under-, 
cover policeman posing as a dt 
tainee. 

Pinhas Mahrabi, formerly a guard' 
for the Dan bus cooperative, was 
found guilty of destroying evidence 
by switching the barrel of. his Uzi 
with that of Harnoi. 

Sentencing of all three men was 
postponed tin October 10. 

, , Harnoi, charged with murder, had 
argued that .be suffers from epilepsy 
and that he had.a fit just before foe 
shooting. He claimed that he was hot 
in control of his actions and did not 
recall foe shooting. He further 
argued that the shots were fired fronj 
afar, perhaps into the air - not fronj 
the bakery entrance - and that Aisha 
al-Bahsh was hit by such a bullet. ' 

The court rejected both argu- 
ments. It found that Harnoi had not 
proved that he suffered from 
epilepsy, saying he raised this argu- 
ment to escape punishment. It also 
found that Harnoi fired from the] 
bakery entrance. But it did not con- 
vict him of murder, finding that he. 
had not intended to kill the girl. 

When Harnoi’s attorney asked the 
court for a light sentence, one of the 
judges said that the court bad 
laboured over its decision and that.

Gorbachev hopes Paris visit 
will spark return to detente 


PARIS (Reuter). - Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev yesterday ar- 
rived in France oh his first trip to the 
West since he took office in March 
and said he hoped the visit would 
help lead to a return to detente. 

Gorbachev was greeted by Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand when he 
arrived to a state welcome at Orly 
Airport. 

In an exchange of addresses after 
the inspection of an honour guard, 
Mitterrand said France recognized 
the Soviet Union as a fundamental 
element in the balance of the world 
and had always sought dialogue with 
Moscow “provided the conditions 
allowed it." 

Gorbachev said he hoped his visit 
would give impetus to further fruit- 
ful relations and reinforce “mutual 
understanding between East and 
West.” 

The Soviet Union was ready for 
constructive dialogue, he said, “in 
the search for a return to detente, 
preventing an arms race in space and 
ceasing it on earth.” 

“We want to oppose the logic of 
understanding to the antilogic of 
confrontation,” Gorbachev said. 

The Soviet leader's wife, Raisa', 
was also welcomed by Mitterrand 
and his wife, Danielle.

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Officials see 10% jobless by April

AVIV . - The unemployment 
rate will pass the 1 0 per cent mark by 
March or April 1986. Labour Minis- 
fry officials predicted yesterday. 

Speaking at a press conference at 
Beit Sokolov, the officials said that 
next week dismissal notices wifi be 
• ten: to 8.000 workers- 2,000 govem- 
iployees . 4.000 local author- 
.£>■ hi . jrs, and 2,000 government 
cor poration employees. 

The officials said dismissals are 
also expected in other sectors: 8,000 
irom industry; 4.500 from construc- 
tion, 3.509 from the defence estab- 
H shm cat. and about 2,000 from the 
educational system. 

Labour Minister Moshe Katsav 
that 8 per cent of the country's 
’.A million workers, or 115,000, are 
Unemployed. 

1 in January 5.4 per cent were un- 
employed. Katsav noted that there 
foere 22,278 registered unemployed 
last month, up from 21,591 in Au- 
gust. (Registered unemployed refers 
to those out of work at least six days 


a month.) He also noted that 45.150 
persons applied for work last month, 
down from 45,450 in August. 

. According to Employment Ser- 
vice figures, 2,463 unemployed 
workers last month forfeited their 
right to unemployment compensa- 
tion by turning down job offers. The 
service also reported that it was 
unable to 611 1.941 job openings for 
. want of willing workers, and that 
1 ,056 of these positions were opened 
to applicants from the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. 

Katsav urged that solutions be 
found to the unemployment prob- 
lem befqre it gets out of hand. “We 
know that for the government’s eco- 
nomic plan to succeed a price must 
be paid,” he said. But it won’t suc- 
ceed if there is social unrest, he 
continued. Tm afraid that if we pass 
the 10 per cent mark people will go 
out into the streets.” 

Katsav mentioned several propos- 
als of his own which he said he 
intends to submit to the cabinet. He 
wants to increase to at least 20,000 
the number of people enrolled in 


vocational training courses from the 
present 12,000. 

The minister said he favours in- 
centives such as tax breaks for plants 
that hire more workers. 

Katsav noted that between 
September 1984 and last August, the 
government invested S450 million in 
119 plants. 80 of which are in de- 
velopment areas. This investment 
should create some 6,000 jobs, he 
said. 

Katsav also urged replacing the 
approximately 10,000 foreigners 
who are working illegally in the 
country with local unemployed. He 
said that the police claim they lack 
the resources to expel illegal foreign 
workers. 

The minister said he favours im- 
plementing a five-day work week in 
industry, but keeping a six-day work 
week in the service sector. 

The minister said be wants to 
legislate a minimum wage law that 
will set the legal minimum wage at 
between 45 to 50 per cent of the 
average national wage. 


You can’t ask for a son to grow up better, says Lamaca gunman’s father 

British terror killer is ‘happy in his heart’ 


NICOSIA (AP). - Ian Michael 
Davison, the Briton jailed here for 
the Yom Kippur slaying of three 
Israelis at Larnaca Marina, told his 
visiting parents yesterday that he 
acted as “an idealist... for his heart” 
on behalf of the Palestiniampeople. 

“They're his people now,” 
Samuel Davison said of his son's 
feelings toward the Palestinians. 

“He said he could look himself in 
fhe mirror, you know,” his mother 
Marjorie said. “I. mean he’s not 
ashamed . . .It's his life. You've got to 
stand by your son.” 

- “I'm oot ashamed of him.” his 
father said. “He's my son. You can’t 
ask for a son to grow up any better. 
He’s a man. Thafs what the world is 
all about, isn't it?” • 

Asked if his son realized how 
much trouble he was in. Davison 
said: “This is the price he’s had to 


pay for what he's been involved 
in.. .That's his belief. I wouldn't 
wantho other because that's the way 
. he's been brought up.” 

Davison and his wife emerged 
excited from the Nicosia prison after 
the hour-long visit. They told repor- 
ters their son was “on top of the 
world.” ”He's happy in his mind and 
his heart,” said his father. 

Ian Davison. 27, was arrested 
along with two Palestinians after the 
three seized an Israeli yacht in the 
marina and demanded the release of 
Palestinians jailed in Israel. An 
Israeli woman, Esther Paltzur was 
killed in the seizure of the boat and 
police later found the bodies of her 
husband Reuven and of Avraham 
Avneri aboard. They had been shot 
in the head. 

Davison's parents- arrived here 
Tuesday from their home in South 


Shields, England. His mother said 
die last saw her son 2 Vi years ago 
when he set oft to hitchhike around 
the world “with £10 in his pocket.” 

About six month later the Davi- 
sons learned from news reports that 
their son was in Tripoli, in Northern 
Lebanon, fighting with the PLO. 

“We were shocked,” said his 
mother. Her husband added he was 
astonished by the whole idea. “You 
walk half way around the world, 
then wind up in a place you don't 
know anything about,” he said. 

Commenting on the yacht killings. 
Davison’s mother said she under- 
stood as a parent what the families of 
the dead Israelis are going through. 

Then she added: “On the other 
hand, maybe it could have been my 
son. I mean , really, when you look at 
it, we've lost a son, because he'll 
never come home.”

The explosion, which occurred, 
shortly after midnight, destroyed the 
door of the Sholem Aleichem Kin- 
dergarten. cracked masonry and 
shattered windows in nearby build- 
ings and parked cars in the near- 
downtown residential area. 


The school, which has an enroll- 
ment of 80 children, was vacant at 
the time of the explosion, police 
said. 

No organization immediately 
claimed responsibility for the attack. 

Aaron Daschewsky, president of 
the .Jewish organization which oper- 
ates the kindergarten, three primary 
schools and one secondary school, 
said the attack was the first to occur 
at any of the institutions.

Philadelphia mayor finds 
tFlem bell is just as cracked

Philadelphia Mayor Wilson 
Goode yesterday confirmed that the 
Liberty Bell replica in the Jerusalem 
park of that name is just as cracked 
as the original symbol of freedom 
that has been standing in his city for 
over two centuries. 

Goode, malting bis first visit to 
Israel, greeted over 300 immigrants 
from Philadelphia a£ a get-together 
.organized in the park by the Associa- 
tion of Americans and Canadians in 
Israel (Anci) with help from the 
Philadelphia Jewish federation. The 
AACI estimates that there are about 
500 former Philadelphians living in 
Israel. 

Mayor Teddy Kollek, who initi- 
ated the development 6f liberty Bell 
Garden to mark the bicentennial of 
the U.S., told the popular black 
mayor that both of them were clever 
in having chosen “the right cities” to 
govern. 

Goode, accompanied by his wife 
and a number of city officials, joked 
that he had called home the night 
before and learned from his daugh- 
ter that the city was still there, that 
he was still the mayor and still in 
charge. 

' Turning serious, Goode said his 
first 72 hours in Israel had been “the 


most moving” of his entire life, and 
that now “I understand what your 
struggle here is all about.” He 
pledged to tell his fellow citizens 
about all he had seen. Goode said he 
was most impressed by the Yad 
Vashern Holocaust memorial, and 
added fervently: “I join you in 
saying: Never, never again!" The 
mayor was awarded associate life 
membership in the AACI. 

The immigrants - ranging from 
kibbutzniks in shorts to bassidim in 
shtreimels - were entertained by 
Philadelphia-born comedian Joey 
Bishop, who is in Israel to make a 
film. Immigrants who came the 
furthest to get to the party (from 
Eilat), the PhiladelphiaD who has 
been here the longest (since 1949) 
and the youngest to come on aliya 
alone (16), among others, were 
awarded with prizes including a din- 
ner for two at asteakhouse, a meal of 
southern fried chicken and a kilo of 
chocolate chip cookies. 

The AACI four years ago estab- 
lished a Philadelphia Hometown 
Group to encourage self-help among 
immigrants from that city of 1.6 
million. The establishment of an 
emergency loan fund for immigrants 
from Philadelphia - whether or not 
they are AACI members - was also 
announced yesterday.

He once said he had only three 
regrets - his screen name and two of 
the films be made. 

“I am Roy Fitzgerald, and for 
years I could not even bring myself 
to say the name Hollywood gave me 
- Rock Hudson," he said. 

Hudson, who learned his trade 
through the old Hollywood studio 
system, seldom stopped working, 
amassed millions and earned praise 
from co-stars such as Taylor and 
Doris Dav as an underrated actor. 


Hudson revealed last July 25 that 
he was suffering from Aids, which is 
almost always fatal, its primary vic- 
tims are male homosexuals, in- 
travenous drug users and haemophi- 
liacs. 

Hudson, in bis last public state- 
ment - a message sent to celebrity 
organizers of the Aids research be- 
nefit - said he was not happv he had 
the disease but felt his mfsfortune 
would have some value. 

“I regret the circumstances of 
which you are ail aware that prevent 
me from being with you. People 
have told me that the disclosure that 
I have been diagnosed as hating 
Aids helped to make the evening an 
immediate sellout and will raise a 
million dollars in the battle against 
Aids," he said. 


Housing project for elderly dedicated

Israel appreciates all the help it 
can get in caring for “the soft spot in 
our public life.”

The 
rent per resident will range from S5 


to $150 per month, with the a\ erage 
rent about $25. 

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek 
thanked the representatives of Swiss 
Jewry on behalf of the city. Kollek 
noted that the two-year construction 
of Switzerland House had been 
accomplished some $300,000 under 
budget. “This is probably the first 
time in history such a thing has 
happened." said the mayor. 

Speaking on behalf of the govern- 
ment, Gur told the several hundred 
visitors and neighbourhood resi- 
dents that the Swiss Jewish commun- 
ity had performed a double good 
deed. “You have built a home for 
the needy, but you have also created 
a symbol of what we in Israel must do 
to assure that our elderly grow old 
with dignity and respect." • 


New tests said to prove remains were Mengele’s 


SAO PAULO (AP). - Forensic ex- 
perts said this week that new tests of 
a skull unearthed in a Brazilian 
cemetery four months ago proved 
beyond question that the remains 
were those of Nazi war criminal 
Josef Mengele. 

“There is no doubt that the re- 
mains belonged to Mengele,” Dr. 
Badan Philhares of the Sao Paulo 
morgue said in a televised interview. 
“The initial examination and our 
subsequent tests and interviews 
prove it." 

The office of special investigations 
of the U.S. Justice Department last 
month requested the new examina- 
tion to “clear up scientific and tech- 
nical doubts.”

Philhares said the new tests 
showed that a small hole found near 
the left eye of Mengele’s skull was 
caused by “an inflammation" and 
not created by water dripping into 
the coffin. 

Earlier, Federal Police Chief 
Romeu Tuma said that "if the tests 
prove the hole was caused by a sinus 
infection, then the indentation on 
Mengele’s cheek that appears in 
several of his photos will be better 
explained.”

Thousands 
more stayed away elsewhere at the 
start of the final school term. 

There was no attendance at 174 
black schools, said Job' Schoeman, 
spokesman for the Department of 
Education and Training. Attend- 
ance varied from 5 per cent to 95 per 
cent at other schools in black 
townships. 

Meanwhile South African Presi- 
dent P.W. Botha yesterday rejected 
calls to scrap racially segregated re- 
sidential areas and schools, two of 
the most important apartheid in- 
stitutions. 

Botha told the Cape Provincial 
Congress of the ruling National Par- 
ty that segregation was not the same 
as discrimination — although in prac- 
tice black schools and townships are 
inferior to those reserved for whites. 


“If other population groups have 
‘rights and a rightful daim to huma- 
nitarian treatment, then I say that 
the whites, who in turn have their 
own minority groups, are also enti- 
tled to justice and to live.. -in the 
manner they choose,” he said. 

“While I support equal education- 
al opportunities for all, X say that the 
white child is also entitled to have his 
education within his own cultural 
surroundings.” 

In Soweto police fired tear gas to 
scatter a group of pupils milling 
outside Thutolore High School in 
the Meadowlands District, a repor- 
ter said, and police and army riot 
vehicles patrolled the streets. 

Under a state of emergency im- 
posed on July 21 in 36 dries and 
towns including Soweto, pupils may 
not loiter at schools, and formal calls 
for boycotts are also banned. 
However, they continue to break 
out.

Youths toss petrol bombs, 
smash windows in UK cities 


LIVERPOOL (Reuter). - Youths 
hurled lumps of masonry at police in 
Liverpool yesterday as Queen Eli- 
zabeth's daughter Princess Anne vi- 
sited the riot-hit dty. 

Police said about 20 youths attack- 
ed some of their officers as they 
inspected a b uilding badly damaged 
in rioting Tuesday night in the Tox- 
teth .district. No injuries were 're- 
ported in the incident. 

Princess Anne was visiting a work- 
shop for disabled people just outside 
the area when the disturbance took 
place. Police said she was in no 
danger. 

Ibe incident followed a night of 
sporadic violence in Liverpool and 
London which brought hundreds of 
riot police on to the streets for the 
fourth day running. 

Police said 18 people were injured 


in Toxteth when 300 youths attacked 
patrols with bricks and petrol 
bombs. 

In Peckham, South London, 
youths burnt and looted shops in 
several hours of overnight violence. 

Police made 15 arrests and 10 
people were injured but the police 
added that the disturbances were oh 
a much, smaller scale than weekend 
riots in Loudon when 220 were 
arrested. 

Up to 300 youths in Toxteth Tues- 
day night dragged motorists from 
cars and turned five cars into burning 
barricades. 

Police in riot gear sealed off part 
of the area after groups of youths 
stoned and set alight cars and hurled 
missil es from a moving car through 
two windows at a police station on 
the outskirts of the district. 


Morocco breaking relations wilh India 


RABAT (AP). - Morocco has de- 
cided to break diplomatic relations 
with India after the New Delhi gov- 
ernment recognized the Polisario 
guerrilla movement fighting Rabat 
.for the independence of the 
Moroccan-controlled Western 
Sahara, government officials 
announced Tuesday night. 


A communique said that the “de- 
cision tramples oa one of the fun- 
damental principles of the non- 
aligned movement which is self de- 
termination.

not in line with the profound and 
excellent relations between Moroc- 
co and India since the historic meet- 
ing of King Hassan II with President

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Ex-CIA agent sought as Soviet spy 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - U.S. 
counter-espionage agents were 
hunting a former Central Intelli- 
gence Agency (CIA) officer identi- 
fied by a Soviet defector as a Krem- 
lin spy, U.S. officials familiar with 
the case said yesterday. 

The former CIA agent; Edward 
Howard, disappeared late last 
month in New Mexico, where he had 
been working for the state legisla- 
ture since leaving the intelligence 
agency about 18 months ago, the 


officials said. 

Howard was identified by a high- 
level defector from the Soviet KGB 
security service, Vitaly Yurchenko. 1 
who defected in Rome last summer 
with secrets on Soviet espionage op- 
erations. 

Intelligence sources told Reuters 
Yurchenko had named other double 
agents in what was expected to pro- 
duce a major sbake-up in the U.S. 
Intelligence community. They re- 
fused to give more details. 


Woman, enraged at losing newspaper, kills girl 


SAN DIEGO (AP). - A 12-year-old 
girl doing her homework was shot 
and killed by a woman who became 
enraged over a lost newspaper, pekoe 
said. 

Police Lieutenant Paul Ybarr on- 
do said Regina Taylor, 23, was 
arrested in connection with the mur- 
der of Denise Lashon Hill, who was 
killed by a shotgun blast in the living 
room of her grandparents’ San 


Diego home on Monday night. 

John Robinson, Hill's grandfather 
and Taylor’s stepfather, told police 
both females lived in his house. All 
three were in the living room, he 
said, when Taylor became angry 
because she couldn’t find part of the 
newspaper. Taylor went into her 
bedroom, came out with a shotgun 
and fired at the girl, Robinson told 
police.- 


B razilian hails torm tills 22 , injures 1 ,000 


RIO DE JANEIRO (Reuter). - At 
least 22 people were killed and more 
than 1,000 injured when a violent 
hailstorm lashed the Brazilian state 
of Minas Gerais on Monday, a Civil 
Defence spokesman said yesterday. 


Most of the deaths were caused by 
houses collapsing under the weight 


of hailstoDes. In some areas one 
metre of ice built up on roads, the 
spokesman said. 

Tents and emergency supplies 
were being sent to the towns of 
Itabirinha de Mantena, Ipatinga and 
Teofilo Otom in the northeast of the 
state, - where around 2,000 were 
made homeless. 


18 guerrillas die in Sri Lanka battle 


COLOMBO (Reuter). - Eighteen 
Tamil separatist guerrillas were kil- 
led in a battle yesterday when secur- 
ity forces swooped on their hide-out 
in Sri Lanka's Northern Province, a 
Defence Ministry spokesman said. 

He said the security forces reco 
vexed a cache of ammunition includ- 
ing 87 mortar shells, five mortars, 
250 grenades, 500 detonators and 


500 kilograms of explosives from the 
guerrilla camp in Vavuniya District. 

The security forces suffered no 
casualties, he added. 

Troops detained nearly 400 sus- 
pected guerrillas in combing opera- 
tions in northern and eastern areas 
during the past six days, the spokes- 
man said, adding that 94 were later 
freed after questioning.

CAIRO (AP). - Sudanese Defence 
Minister Maj.

News Agency said Abdallah spoke 
to local reporters after conferring 
with his Egyptian host.

Noting last Week’s abortive coup 
attempt in Sudan’s capital Khar- 
toum, which the government blamed 
on southern rebels led by renegade 
army Col. John Garang, Abdallah 
said: ‘This will not cause us to close 
the door on dialogue with the 
South.” 

Garang" s Sudan People's Libera- 
tion Army launched its rebellion in 
.early 1983. demanding greater 
autonomy and economic reforms in 
the three southern provinces of Bahr 
El-Ghazal, Upper Nile and Equator- 
ia. . 

Sudan's military regime ordered 
government troops in the South to 
cease operations against the rebels 
and invited Garang to peace negotia- 
tions after it deposed President 
J a’ afar Numeiri in a coup Last April. 
Garang last month sent a message to 
the government setting out condi- 
tions for entering peace talks but 
coupled this with attacks on govern- 
ment garrisons at Bor and Nasir in 
the South. 

Abdallah skid a government- 
proposed national conference on the 
southern rebellion “will convene on 
time, and if Garang fails to join, he 
will unisR the train. The Sudanese 
armed forces have been observing 
the cease-fire for some time, but I 
believe patience has its limits.” 

He did not specify a date for the 
conference.

summit. 


I Six other allied leaders were in- 
vited by Reagan to discuss the sum- 
mit between Reagan and Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev in Gene- 
va in November. 


An administration official said it 
was doubtful a Nato foreign minis- 
ters' meeting could be arranged at 
such short notice. Other officials 
said foe administration was looking 
for ways to meet the concerns of 
allies- irked at being left out of the 
pre-summit talks. 

Noting Mitterrand's rejection-arid 
a statement by British Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher that she has 
not decided if she could go to the 
UN, an official said. 

“You can see the difficulties of 
arranging a meeting of seven coun- 
tries. Just imagine how much more 
difficult it' would be to arrange a 
meeting of 16 (members of Nato)."

M I THINK my parents are happy 
now with our religious outlook ” 
says Tami.a young Israeli mother of 
three who became Orthodox shortly 
after she married an American, non- 
rengious man. 

"They accept it as a natural de- 
velopment. When they come to visit 
on Shabbat or holidays, they partici- 
pate more. They sing zmirot with us 
and enjoy the customs.” 

But there are conflicting views of 
the movement back to Orthodox 
Jewish practice. While some see it as 
a redemptive phenomenon, others 
regard it with fear and hostility as a 
cult that brainwashes susceptible 
youngsters and causes family rifts. 

How do religious novices deal 
with non-observant family and what 
kind of relationships evolve? 

Tami and her husband were influ- 
enced to learn about Judaism after a 
friend offered to prove the validity of 
the Tora in a week. “We weren’t 
convinced, ” says the young woman 
with a smile, “but we thought it was 
worth pursuing more.” Tami 
attended classes at Neve Yerusha- 
layim and at Machon Ora. Her meta- 
morphosis was a gradual one. 

Her parents and siblings don’t 
understand what made her change 
and why it was necessary to “become 
so fanatical.” Some of her brothers 
used to raise contentious issues at 
family gatherings and act in a pro- 
vocative manner, questioning arti- 
cles of faith, but this is fading as time 
goes by. 

The young woman admits that she 
didn’t have a clue how to f ulfil the 
mitzva of honouring one's father and 
mother. No one gave* her or her 
husband any guidance on how to 
treat secular parents. She hadn’t 
been particularly dose to them in the 
past, she explains* “In the end we 
just did what came naturally,'' says 
Tami. 

The presence of children and the 
passage of time brought about 
opportunities and the couple tried 
not to create problems. For exam- 
ple, when they visited their parents, 
they would look for ways that they 
could eat with the family and still 
keep kosher. 

Tami is concerned that many 
newly- observant people take on 
mitzvot too rapidly. They are under 
too much pressure and accept 
changes too quickly without think ing 
of the repercussions. The result may 
lead to a break with their closest 
relations. She would counsel the 
seminaries and yeshivot who deal 
with the newly observant to take into 
consideration each person's family 
situation so as to avoid tragedies. 

This seems to be the concern of 
Yeshivat Aish Hatorah, located in 
the Jewish Quarter of the Old City. 
When one young man asked the 
yeshiva head if he should spend time 
with his visiting mother or continue , 
Studying gippg.'.her tour. t]jp d$in . 
snot backV**In my business, mothers : 
come first!” 

David, an idealistic young man 
from the U.S., came to Aish Hatorah 
after working as a volunteer in a 
non-observant kibbutz. Like so 
many of his peers, he was “picked 
up” at the Western Wall, and was 
influenced to spend a weekend atthe 
yeshiva. That was five years ago. 

After his “return,” David was 
apprehensive about how he would 
face his secular parents. “Going 
home made. a big difference," he 
. says, adding that the yeshiva stresses 
maintaining good relations with 
everyone - especially one's family. 
They actually instruct the boys how 
to explain their new outlook and 
how to ease parents’ fears. 

David's mother has meanwhile 
come on aliya herself and is gradual- 
ly becoming observant. His sister 
also came to Israel, became obser- 
vant and has married a yeshiva stu- 
dent. On the other hand, his rela- 
tions with his father, a -Holocaust 


Change of life 


With the move back to Orthodox Jewish practice, how do religious 
novices deal with their non-observant family? Leah Abramowitz 
reports. 
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survivor, are more strained. David 
understands that his father would 
like him to “be a success” and make 
money. Even though he knows his 
father is disappointed with the path 
he’s chosen in life, their personal 
relationship has improved since 
David was actually taught how to 
deal with him. 

Robert, another student at the 
yeshiva, came from a secular Zionist 
Canadian family. His father was a 
member of Parliament and very ac- 
tive. in Jewish- affairs.- •-Yet ’tvhen, 
Robert’s -twin-, brother gave -ap ’a 
college scholarship to'stay in IsxaSl 
and attend the yeshiva, his parents 
were very upset. Robert himself stu- 
died philosophy and comparative re- 
ligions so that he could argue with his 
twin and prove to him why be 
shouldn't adopt the “antiquated 
Jewish tradition”. 

“It didn't help,” he says. Once he 
came to visit during his summer 
vacation, all his carefully prepared 
rhetoric and reasoning fell apart and 
he, too, decided to stay at the yeshi- 
va and become Orthodox. 

Nonetheless, for his parents’ sake, 
Robert agreed to return to Canada 
and finish college. After graduation 
when he came back to Aish Hatorah, 
his parents had more respect for 
Judaism. 

As a result, the parents have made 
their kitchen kosher; they've trans- 
ferred membership to an Orthodox 
synagogue and now they're even 
interested in getting another son to 
come to Israel to “absorb basic Jew- 
ish values” at the yeshiva. says 


Robert. “It’s difficult that we’re far 
apart,” he sums up, “but religion 
causes no barriers nowadays/’ 

His experience is similar to that of 
Eric, another yeshiva student from 
the U.S. Eric’s father, a doctor and 
scientist, found it very difficult to 
understand why his son wanted to be 
a religious Jew. Even his mother, 
who bad many Jewish social affilia- 
tions, was aghast at first. 

Eric explained the yeshiva phi- 
losophy.- /‘It's- important to take the 
emotional sting out of the misunder- 
standing- Yett-have to explain to 
them (parents), in the most respect- 
ful way possible, what's going on and 
why you want to be observant,”' he 
says. “Sometimes parents see this 
move as a form of criticism of their 
way of life and that’s what arouses 
their antagonism. Other parents 
worry what they'll say to their 
friends if their son doesn’t get a 
degree.” Then Eric continues with a 
laugh, “The fact that Fve become a 
rabbi makes it much easier for my 
folks nowadays.” 

Lately, Eric's mother has intro- 
duced Tora study sessions at Hadas- 
sah meetings and she insists on 
kosher food and no Shabbat flights 
at their conventions. “My parents 
are afraid to make a. change at this 
stage in their life.” says Eric, “but 
they have a very sympathetic atti- 
tude now, especially when they con- 
sider our values and our activities 
compared to those of other young 
people from their circle. ” 

Ora is at a different stage in life. A 
middle-aged divorcee, her return to

Jewish roots has influenced her rela- 
. tionship with two married daughters 
and their spouses as well as with 
elderly parents, her two brothers 
and their families. “We are a close- 
knit family with a good emotional 
basis,’' says Ora, “so that there are 
no deep problems.” 

One brother loves her dearly, but 
hasn't a clue what’s going on. 
Another brother is very curious and 
holds long conversations deep into 
the night with her during which he 
very stubbornly tries-to reason with- r 
her. He once accused Ora of beinga -, 
-missionary, which quite amazed her 
as she didn't intend to influence 
anyone, only to explain her way. 
Afterwards she called him up and. 
said, “I realize now what you mean. 
It's true, I sell my philosophy. When 
something so wonderful has hap- 
pened to me, why shouldn’t it hap- 
pen to others?” 

Regarding her daughters, she also 
sees two different attitudes. One 
doesn’t understand at all what's hap- 
pened to her mother. The second 
daughter has had varying attitudes 
toward religion. About a year ago 
she again started attending Tora 
classes, but the road she will take is 
still undear to Ora. 

The one-time artist first realized 
an interest in Judaism while living 
abroad for a while. Until then 
Ora had been very cosmopolitan and 
liberal-minded. “All my life I sear- 
ched for a way to improve the world. 

If socialism promised a solution, 1 
became a socialist; if art was a way , I 
included myself in art/’ 


The rabbi who became her men- 
tor turned her off completely the 
first few times she heard him lecture. 
“It killed me to hear him say the 
Jews are a ‘Chosen People' and have 
a special task to accomplish. It was 
against all my cosmopolitan orienta- 
tion.” 

Yet she returned to hear him again 
and again, when he opened an insti- 
tute of Jewish studies in Israel. His 
intellect and powers of reason 
opened her eyes to a new sphere of 
life and she very gradually became 
Orthodox. ' 

Quite another story emerges from 
Ron’s parents, a comfortable Israeli 
family in the Tel Aviv area who have 
lived in the country for seven genera- 
tions. Speaking with bitterness and 
sarcasm. Tamar, his mother, de- 
scribes the rupture that occurred in 
her home. “We feel we've lost a 
son.” she says. “Ever since he be- 
came Orthodox and dropped every- 
thing to study in a yeshiva, a change 
has come over him.” 

When he first became interested 
in religion at the age- of 17, his 
parents didn’t interfere. They 
allowed Ron to pursue any subject 
that interested him. Sometimes they 
would argue and point oat discre- 
pancies in Orthodox Judaism, but 
for the most part they permitted him 
to take his own path. “Today 1 would 
take him to a psychiatrist,” says 
Tamar seriously. 

The parents are particularly in- 
censed against the anti-Zionist na- 
ture of the yeshiva in B’nei Brak with 
which their son is associated. “Nine- 
ty per cent of the ba’alei teshuva 
become anti-Zionists,” she claims. 
“Of course Ron thinks that he’s still 
a Zionist, but of another kind.” 
Tamar and her husband insisted that 
he finis h army service, but have since 
had no further influence on him. 

Tamar is most hurt that he never 
calls anymore and doesn't answer 
their letters. “Is this how they prac- 
tise ‘honour your father and 
mother,’ ” she asks bitterly. 

She understands that her son 
doesn’t feel comfortable in their 
home. He tried .to influence them, 
demanded that they change their 
mode of dress, behaviour and out- 
look; but when he saw this was 
impossible, he gave op and “di- 
vorced hmis elf from us.” The atti- 
tude of the newly observant also 
annoys her. “Theirs is the only truth, 
personified. They see everything in 
black and white. There are no com- 
promises.” 

Tamar and her husband are active 
in the committee of Parents Against 
Religious Coercion, fighting the 
movement for a return to Orthodox 
Judaism in an organized fashion. 
Some 100 families are involved, 
according to Tamar, and cany on a 
constant educational campaign 
through the media, lecturesand poli- 
tical contacts. She is proud that they 
have prevented penetration into 
army bases and schools by “danger- 
ous elements who have unlimited 
sums of money and who in the past 
managed to brainwash young people 
like our son. 

“We've uncovered their lies, 
we’ve counteracted their penetra- 
tion into the air force, the universi- 
ties and Jewish Agency courses. 
We’ve appeared on TV and we react 
with letters to the editor or articles to 
the newspapers. Our committee 
cooperates with other organizations 
who, like us, fear the consequences 
of this movement.” 

Those parents who don’t object to 
the drastic changes caused by the 
return to Orthodox Judaism usually 
accede because of a guilty conscien- 
ce, Tamar declares. She feels that 
the children of these people, for the 
most part, had unhappy homes and 
fled into the protecting arms of a 
yeshiva. 

“It’s a very painful issue,” she 
concludes. 
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Bride guide

THE DIFFICULTIES of the mod- 
ern family and the high divorce rate 
stem from the “problem of equality 
between the sexes.” This, at any 
rate, is what every bride is informed 
by a booklet she receives upon reg- 
istration at the Jerusalem Rabbin- 
ate. 

The increasing education of 
women and the lack of clarity about 
division of household roles lead to 
tension between the couple, accord- 
ing to the booklet. /Today, now that 
the woman has become a full partner 
in society, she demands the same 
right to satisfaction [emphasis origin- 
al]. This is where the problems be- 
gin." reads the booklet, entitled 
“Marriage of Happiness.” 

Quoting from a “renewed Jewish 
American psychologist,” it explains 
that “nowadays the woman is aware 
of the existence of love and she wants 
equality in this too: she does not want 
to be dependent only on her hus- 
band's desires, and she does not 
. always agree to adjust to- him. She 
wishes to be dose to him when she 
feels like it, and she believes she has 
the right to distance herself when she 
does not feel attracted to him. Since 
(their desires) cannot always be in 
tune, the seeds of division are 
sown” [emphasis original]. 

The booklet, published by the 
National Centre for Family Purity, 
condudes that observation of the 
rites of family purity ensures that the 
couple’s desires will always be 
mutual. 

The literature provided by way of 
•instruction to couples registering for 
marriage is “scandalous, " according 
to Jerusalem city councillor and 
veteran sodal worker Lotte Sakber- 
ger, who holds the family health 
portfolio in the municipality. She 
refers to another booklet, which 
advises women to get pregnant as a 
means of overcoming marital prob- 
lems. The booklet, published by 
Efrat. the association for eucourag- 
ment of childbirth, dahns that “en- 
larging the family is the.natural, sure 
way to add life and vitality to the 
couple, and it dispels friction and 
misunderstandings/’ It goes on to 
pronounce that, “unwanted pre- 
gnancies end in wanted, happy chil- 
dren." 

The instruction provided in the 
rabbinate is under the aegis of the 
religious council and the municipal- 
ity has no say in the matter, says 
Salzberger. 

The registration process in Jeru- 
salem includes an initial talk be- 
tween the bride-to-be and a woman 
instructor. Ten days before the hup- 
pa, bride and groom listen to sepa- 
rate lectures on family purity. 

While agreeing that there is need 


for some kind of instruction before 
couples enter matrimony, many pro- 
fessionals. including social workers, 
psychologists, and some religious 
leaders, would like to see the talks 
revolve around issues relevant to all 
newlyweds, including secular cou- 
ples. 

Rabbanit Pnina Peli. president of 
the Mitzva League for Family 
Rights, charges that instead of talk- 
ing about the need for compromise 
and understanding, the instructors 
and the written literature deal with 
“stainology." They teach the tech- 
nicalities. but not the spirit, of the 
Jewish law." she says. “Entire sec- 
tions of the literature they hand out 
discuss what shape and colour of 
stain constitutes nidda (the state of 
ritual impurity)." 

According to Sima Batzri, one of 
the instructors at the Jerusalem Rab- 
binate, the initial talk is on the merits 
of keeping a Jewish home and on the 
importance of keeping family purity, 
while the second talk, shortly before 
the wedding, is given by instructors 
from the National Centre for Family 
Purity and concentrates on the 
“practical side." 

Batzri compares sex to a favourite 
piece of classical music. “What hap- 
pens if you listen to it all the time?" 
she asks the woman coming in to her 
room for the tete-a-tete. “You get 
bored with it." she Answers the ques- 
tion herself, extolling the practical 
advantages of the laws of family 
purity; maintaining the couple's sex- 
ual interest in one another. 

The director of the National Cen- 
tre for Family Purity, Rabbi 
Yehoshua Levy, says he is not com- 
pletely against women working out- 
side the home, “but the emphasis 
must be on the house and on the 
children's education.. That .is. after 
all. the women's job. He adds: 
’* Akeret habayii - atcret habayit" 
(the housewife is the crown of the 
’house). 

Asked whether there should be 
education toward compromise and 
adaptation to life in union. Levy 
answered; “It is better to educate so 
that there will not be any conflicts 
between the couple, rather than 
teach how to solve them after- 
wards.” 

The literature handed out at the 
Rabbinate varies from town to town, 
but the gist is the same in most. The 
Tel Aviv Rabbinate, for example, 
prefers to give “practical tips" to 
newlyweds: the woman is advised 
not to rub her face with creams or to 
put her hair up in rollers in the 
.evening, when her husband is home. 
“You can do that before he returns 
from work/* it reads. The man is 
warned against “(reading) the news- 
paper when she is serving dinner.”

Computing the cost of road accidents 

Traffic mishaps can cost from 
a mild $7,000 to a frightening 

$378,500 for a fatality

TEL AVIV. - The “average’' traffic 
accident with injured costs the eco- 
nomy S16JO0. This is one of the 
findings of u research project con- 
ducted by Dr. Moshe Becker and 
Vehc*hu3 Cohen, of the Technion, 
who examined 40,000 accidents be- 
tween 1979 and 1981. The “cost” of 
an a, v, dent is based on the value of 
the cellar iu 1983. and the dollar has 
depreciated slightly since then. 

One of the. first conclusions, 
reached by the report is that “there is 
no such thing as an average acd- 
denr:" each one has its own disting- 
uhking marks. Moreover, no acci- 
dem can be reckoned in money 
alone, for money fails to take into 
account the pain and anguish caused 
:o die \ictims and their families. 

Six components were studied: 
traffic accidents resulting in one or 
more deaths: accidents in which the 
victim.* were severely injured and 
often became invalids: accidents in 
which the victims were only slightly 
hurt: the cost of hospitalization, 
ether medical expenses and rehabi- 
litation: damage to the vehicle and 
other properly’: and the cosl to the 


police, lawyers, courts and insurance 
companies dealing with the cases. 

The most expensive accident is a 
head-on collision on an interurban 
road at night, when one of the cars 
crosses iutp the opposite lane. The 
cost is 566,700. On the other hand, 
an “ordinary’' accident within the 
city (in Vhich no pedestrian is run 
over) is the cheapest, and costs only 
about 58,000. 

Moreover, nearly all accidents 
within cities are fairly cheap, with 
the average cost being $9,000, while 
the average highway accident costs 
$49,500. But if a heavy vehicle such 
as a bus or truck is involved in the 
dty accident, the cost jumps- by 
250% , while if the same heavy vehi- 
cle is involved in a highway accident, 
the cost jumps by only 100% . 

The average accident in daylight 
in the dty is much “cheaper" than 
one at night. The mishap in daylight 
costs only 57,000 while that at night 
is more than double, 514,932. A 
daylight accident on the highway 
costs $46,800; while the same acci- 
dent at night costs $6 1 ,000. 

And finally, a fatal accident within 
the dty .costs $226,000, but on the 
highway that figure rises- to 
$378,500.

U.S. suffers heavy defeat 
on coffee price supports 


Drop in output and exports 
of least developed countries 


GENEVA (AP>. - A UN meeting 
was told this week that the situation 
in the world's 36 least developed 
countries (LDC) has worsened since 
an international action programme 
was launched four years ago to help 
them "transform toward self- 
sustained development." 

Jean Riperi, UN director-general 
for development, said the LDCs 
agricultural and industrial produc- 
tion had declined, their weak share 
in woiid trade had shrunk, while 
there nad been an increase in exter- 
nal debts which made up 50% of; 
their gross domestic product in 1984. * 
He spoke at the opening of a two- 
week 150-nation meeting convened 
to review progress in implementing 
the programme. 

Natural disasters, such as the cyc- 
lone in Bangladesh and the African 
drought, contributed to a large- ex- 
tei it to the decline in economic activ- 
ity. Ripen said. But he said that 
despite “significant efforts,” action 


by the LDC governments "was not 
always commensurate with the mag- 
nitude of the problem." 

Rjpert said there was still insuffi- 
cient mobilization of domestic sav- 
ings and that “in many instances” 
agricultural production was not 
given the required priority. 

“Food self-sufficiency is an 
achievable goal” that could be real- 
ized in most of the group's countries, 
he said. The countries also were 
urged to step up efforts to strengthen 
administrative structures. 

Rescheduling was not enough to 
ease their debt burden, Ripert said, 
needed, too, was a stepped-up finan- 
cial assistance. 

The UN Conference on Trade and 
Development (Unctad), which hosts 
the meeting, said only five western 
industrialized countries attained or 
were, aifeve that target last year, 
including the Netherlands, Den- 


LONDON (AP). - The U.S. suf- 
fered a crushing defeat in a vote at 
the International Coffee Organiza- 
tion (Ico) early yesterday, that 
established price stabilization mea- 
sures for the market in the 1985/86 
year. 

The vote in the 75-nation Ico was 
69-1, with the U.S. casting the only 
negative ballot. Costa. Rica, Hon- 
duras, India, Indonesia and Peru 
abstained. 

“All efforts were made not to 
leave the U.S. isolated." said the 
head of -the Brazilian negotiating 
team, Alberto Leire Barbosa. 

He said the “compromise result" 
on a package of measures for the 
1985/86 coffee year that began Tues- 
day would “support the stability of 
prices” and the normal flow of cof- 
fee. 

Rollinde Prager, the head of the 
U.S. delegation, called the outcome 
“inadequate." 

“We are concerned that the out- 
come may not bode well for the 
future of the international coffee 
agreement or our participation in 
it," she said. 

The Ico issued a statement saying 
an initial global export quota of 58 
million bags of 132 pounds each was 
agreed for 1985/86, compared with a 
final 1984/85 figure of 58.2 million. 


The quota will be boosted by an 
estimated 450.000 bags given as 
hardship relief to Ethiopia. 

The quota will be divided into four 
equal quarterly amounts, according 
to the Ico. 

It said the mechanism for adjust- 
ment in the quota, aimed at keeping 
the price within the unchanged range 
of between $1 .20 and $1.40 a pound, 
allows for special arrangements in 
the current October-December 
quarter. 

If the 15-day* average price, cur- 
rently just below the S1.20 “floor." 
is still below that level in 20 market- 
ing days, the quota will be cut by one 
million bags. If 15 days later it is still 
below 51.20, a further cut of one 
million bags takes place, with 
another triggered bv a subsequent 
fall to 51.15. 

Those reductions would be res- 
tored by subsequent price increases, 
the Ico said. 

Ms. Prager said the U.S. had come 
to the negotiations, which began on 
September 16. with the intention of 
resolving the problems of undership- 
ment and the sale of coffee at cut- 
rate prices to non-Ico members. 

Undeishipment is the amount a 
producer country fells short of in 
meeting its export quota.

He said the deals were made by 
American companies 'and not the 
U.S. government. 

“The statistics for U.S. company 
purchases during the period that 
followed the first quarter of 1985 
showed a big jump in purchases from 
Iraq, including oil." he said. 

Tne U.S. and Iraq reestablished 
diplomatic relations late last year 
after they were broken following the 
1967 Six Day War. 

Economic relations had started to 
expand before that, with U.S. cre- 
dits to Iraq totalling $2.5 billion in 
the last four years

For a long time, developing coun- 
tries have pressed for increased ac- 
cess to foreign loans, more time to 
pay them back, lower interest rates, 
and expanded imports by richer 
countries. 

Last month, the U.S. and four 
other major countries agrqed to 
drive down the value of the dollar. If 
they are successful, heavy debtors 
like Nigeria and Brazil would benefit 
by a reduction of costs of their im- 
ports and a reduced rate of interest 
on their debts. 

But a cheaper dollar also would 
reduce the return they get on goods 
they sell to the U.S. 

The G-24 also is trying to decide 


the group of 10 representatives of 
the big industrial countries, includ- 
ing the U.S. . 

Tfiis group will be joined later by 
Jaines Baker, the U.S. Treasury 
Secretary. He is expected to present 
his plan for greater cooperation be- 
tween the bank and the fund for 
better help to poor countries - with- 
out the expenditure of any addition- 
al money by the U .S. . 

Next week's meetings will be de- 
voted largely to public speeches. 
They will be given by representatives 
of the 149 member governments and 
by the heads of the two organiza- 
tions. President A.W. Clausen., of 
the World Bank, and managing 
director Jacques de Larosiire. of the 
International Monetary Fund. 

There also will be a formal 
approval of the Multilateral Invest* 
ment Guarantee Agency. This is a 
new body, linked to the World 
Bank, designed to encourage private 
investment in poor countries. 

The administration of U.S. Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan hopes that in- 
creased private investment can to 
some extent take the place of gov- 
ernment aid and loans. 


Earthquake helps Mexico win 
postponement of foreign debt 


MEXICO CITY (AP) - Mexico, 
reeling from the effects of two dead- 
ly earthquakes, won postponement 
of a $950 million payment on its 
foreign debt, the government 
announced Tuesday. 

The payment was due to interna- 
tional banks by Saturday as part of a 
debt restructuring plan Mexico 
signed with international bankers in 
August. 

'Mexico owes $96.4 billion in fore- 
ign debts, the second highest 
amount in the developing world, 
after Brazil. 

In a statement, the treasury minis- 
try said further discussions on the 
debt payment “will be reasonably 
prudent in agreement with our eco- 
nomic possibilities.” 

. I.t. also.said that the payment ex- 
tension will give the government 


time to determine the costs of the 
September 19-20 earthquakes "as 
well as the economic necessities for 
1986." 

“All these negotiations... art- 
based on firm reasoning, safeguard- 
ing above all the interests of the 
Mexican people," the statement 
said. 

A new date and terms on the 
$950m. principal payment will be 
arranged within 180 days, the minis- 
try said. 

The principal payment is the 
second of two due this year on $5b. 
in medium-term loans made in 
March of 1983. Mexico already paid 
$250m. in January. 

Mexico is scheduled to pay more 
than SlGb. in interest oh its debt this 
year. 


Kibbutz industrial exports up by 8.2% 


By MACABEE DEAN 
TEL AVIV. - Exports of the Kib- 
butz Industries Association in- 
creased by 8.2% in the first half of 
1985 to stand at $132.3 milli on. The 
association expects exports to in- 
crease even more during the second 
half of the year, so that the annual 
growth will be 12 % or $290m. 

During the first six months of the 
year exports of processed foods grew 


by 22% to stand at $46.8m.; but 
exports of furniture fell by 25% to 
S3.6m. 

Electronics grew by 9%, to 
$5 .4m.; textiles and leather by 6.5% 
and optics by 7.5% . 

Other categories remained stable. 
Plastics grew from $39m. to $39. 2m. ; 
metals from $24.4m. to $25m.: but 
chemicals and medicaments drop- 
ped from $2.6m. to $2. 4m.

Danot stand-offi how the negotiations between 
the Bank of Israel and Bank Leumi broke down

Bank Leumi, the largest CTeditor of 
the sorely-troubled Danot Invest- 
ment Company, and the Bank of 
Israel, self-appointed guardian of 
the purity and independence of-the 
First International Bank, which was 
locked -in Danot's grasp, wrangled 


Bank Leumi entered the fray in a 
late attempt to sort out by itself the 
mess that its debtor had got itself 
into. Leumi's main interest was to 
seD off Danot’s assets and thereby 
get its money back. But it soon found 
that since the key asset was the First 
International Bank, there was a ma- 
jor force to be jeckoned with in the 


and tangled over proposals and . shape of the Bank of Israel. 


counter-proposals in the last weeks 
preceding the voluntary liquidation 
of the company that was announced 
yesterday. 

The original policy of Danot chair- 
man Marc- Mosevics was to seek a 
buyer for Danot itself, and not for 
Fibi or the Fust Internationa] Bank. 
However his efforts in this respect 
were unsuccessful, while time mar- 
ched on and the debt burden on 
Danot's shoulders threatened to 
break its back. - 

In recent months, according to 
knowledgeable sources, the squab- 
bling berween :the original Danot 
partners got worse. Some dropped 
out altogether and even Mosevics 
paid less and less attention to look- 
ing after day-to-day affairs in the 
various subsidiaries. Rumours of 
negotiations and deals were a near- 
staple item in the media, and in fact, 
deals were drawn up on more than 
one occasion, only for the would-be 
buyer to back out -at the last mo- 
ment, with or without a flimsy pre- 
text. 


This latter was determined to save 
First International from falling into 
the clutches of any of the Big Three 
Israeli banks. It wanted to mak e sure 
that whoever did get control, was a 
serious investor in it for the long- 
term .and not the sort of quick-profit 
Jly-by-nighter that Shaul Eisenberg 
had tamed out to be, when he briefly 
owned the First International m 
1979/80. 

Leumi was aware of the Bankof 
Israel's attitude, of coursfe, and even 
admitted itself that had it absorbed 
Fust International into the sprawling 
Leumi empire, the smaller bank 
would soon have lost its special qual- 
ities, and thus the whole deal would 
b&ve lost its economic validity. 

Procedurally, Leumi had to 
negotiate with the licensing commit- 
tee of the central bank, which is itself 
comprised of outside public figures 
(not bankers and not Bank of Israel 
personnel) from amongst the mem- 
bership of the Advisory Committee 
on Banking Matters. This latter is an 
officially constituted body, under 
the Banking Law, not to be confused 


with the Bank of Israel Advisory 
Committee, which draws its author- 
ity from the Bank of Israel Law. 

The licensing committee is chaired 
by Yitzhak Waimann. a company 
director, and refers back to the 
Advisoiy Committee on Banking 
Matters, which is chaired by the 
Examiner of Banks. 

In the first place, the licensing 
committee suggested a formula to 
Leumi, whereby the board of direc- 
tors of First International would be 
dominated by outside directors, and 
not Leumi appointees. Two of these 
outsiders could be empowered to 
negotiate the sale of First Interna- 
tional. The sale should take place 
"within a reasonable time span, and 
under the best conditions achiev- 
able” - in other words, a “best 
efforts” clause: 

This was rejected by Leumi, which 
came back with a counter-proposal. 
They were prepared to swallow the 
idea that they would buy control of a 
company, but not actually control its 
board, and hence its business 
strategy - since the intention was to 
sell, this was tolerable. But, said the 
Leumi people, the sub-committee 
empowered to sell must number 
three people, including one very 
senior Leumi executive. Also, the 
“best efforts” sale clause must be 
replaced by the phrase “reasonable 
price” — otherwise, they argued, 1 
they would be accused of selling-out 


the assets of the minority sharehol- 
ders of First International at too 
cheap a price. 

The licensing committee hemmed 
and hawedand consulted and played 
around with the formulae, and came 
up with a new suggestion: they 
agreed to the Leumi formulation of 
“selling within a reasonable period 
and for a reasonable price” - but on 
condition that this was limited to six 
months. Thereafter, said the Bank 
of Israel, the original “best efforts” 
formula would come back into force . 

Bank Leumi turned this down, 
too, claiming that it would be forced 
to sell under pressure, and that this 
by itself would ensure that it re- 
ceived a very poor price for what was 
really a fine asset. The Bank of Israel 
replied that it was being very gener- 
ous and meeting Leumi more than 
half-way, but Leumi would have 
none of it, so the negotiations fell 

through. 

The next move was Danot's, 
although the suspicion is that yester- 
day's announcement that the com- 
pany was seeking to liquidate itself 
voluntarily, was co-ordinated with 
Leumi, whose main interest, at the 
end of the day, is to salvage as much 
as it can from the wreckage. This is 
quite a different approach to that of 
the Bank of Israel, which is centred 
on retaining the heart of Danot. the 
First International Bank, as a sepa- 
rate and functioning entity.

The planned meeting, reported by 
the same newspaper but never offi- 
cially confirmed, had been seen in 
the Turkish press as the start of a 
thaw in cool relations between Mos- 
lem Turkey and Israel . 

Turkey has long had diplomatic 
ties with Israel but downgraded 
them to representation at second 
secretary level in 1980 after Israel 
declared Jerusalem its capital.

He said they carried banners proc- 
laiming, “No place for a U.S. 
Embassy in an Arab country.” Ab- 
out 4,000 workers downed tools in 
the city for two hours, the spokes- 
man added. 

Tunisian armoured vehicles 
guarded the U.S. embassy and staff 
at U.S. institutions in Tunis said they 
were sent home early, apparently for 
security reasons. 

The 4,000-member Jewish com- 
munity in Tunisia also strongly con- 
demned the raid. 

Rene Chiche, president of the 
community board, said he told Tuni- 
sian authorities in the name of the 
grand rabbi and other Jews of their 
“consternation and desolation” at 
the “atrocities perpetrated against 
the Tunisia of Bourguiba. land of 
welcome and tolerance.” 

The PLO said more than 60 peo- 
ple* were- killed -and about 100- were - 
injured. Israel said as many as 50 
people were killed and Tunisian 
sources put the toll at about 30 dead 
and 100 injured. 

Arafat said some Palestinian milit- 
ary officers were killed in the raid, 
adding that no high-ranking PLO 
officials were among the victims. 

According to Israeli military 
sources, the head of Force 17, 
Mohammed Natour (Abu Taef) was 
not killed in the atfack, contrary to 
earlier reports. 

In the suburban beach resort oi 
Hammam Plage rescue workers re- 
trieved severed human limbs from 
the mass of rubble and continued 
probing the ruins with bulldozers 
and other earthmoving machines for 
bodies feared to be still buried.

completely overshadow the parent, 
and the real issue involved in the 
painful decline of Danot over the last 
two to three years has been the 
future of Israel’s fifth largest but 
consistently most profitable bank. 

The Bank of Israel has throughout 
demanded that First International 
remain independent. A tough cen- 
tral bank statement, issued yester- 
day in response to Danot’s implica- 
tion that it was Bank of Israel in- 
tervention that prevented the purch- 
ase of Danot by either Leumi or. 
Discount, reiterated this stand. 

“The Bank of Israel has worked 
unceasingly during the past year to 
find a suitable solution to the ques- 
tion of ownership of the First Inter- 
national Bank, and will continue to 
assist in this effort even after Danot’s 
announcement of its voluntary li- 
quidation,” noted the central bank. 

It added that its two conditions for 
any change of ownership remained 
thepreservation of First Internation- 
al’s independence and its continuing 
normal functioning. Throughout the 
long decline of its parent. First Inter- 
national has succeeded in both of 
those aims, aided by the Bank of 
Israel, but primarily under its own 
steam and under the guidance of its 
highly-respected general manager, 
ZadikBino. 

In 1984 the bank reported gross 
profits of $42m. and net profits of 
$14m., and for the first half of 1985. 
these figures were $18m. and $8.2m. 
respectively, giving the bank a re- 
turn on equity of 35 per cent gross 
and 16 per cent net, which are very 
good figures by any international 
standard. 

Sources close to First Internation- 
al told The Jerusalem Post 
that the results for the third quarter, 
to be published in a few weeks, were 
likely to be excellent. Thus die fi- 
gures bandied around as a likely 
price for Danot's controlling stake in 
the bank (but only 17 per cent of the 
equity), of $24-S30m., are regarded 
as quite reasonable for such a profit- 
able asset.

Dollar falls, 
gold is higher 

LONDON (AP). - The dollar fell 
against all major currencies in Euro- 
pean trading yesterday amid further 
signs that central banks are prepared 
jo intervene on foreign exchange 
markets to prop up their national 
currencies. Gold prices rose. 

Foreign exchange dealers in 
Frankfurt said the West German 
Bundesbank was active on the open 
market, selling several million dol- 
lars and buying Dutch guilders in a 
bid to keep the dollar down. 

In Amsterdam, the dollar was 
worth less than three Dutch guilders 
for the first time since April 1984. In 
Paris, it fell more than 12 centimes 
against the French franc and earlier, 
in Tokyo, dropped by $4.70 against 
the Japanese yen. 

On September 22, the Big Five 
western industrial nations - Britain, 
France, West Germany, Japan and 
the U.S. agreed on coordinated gov- 
ernment action to drive down the 
dollar in an effort to cut back the 
U.S. trade deficit. 

London dealers said the dollar 
also lost ground on speculation that 
the U.S. Federal Reserve Board 
could be poised to lower the 714% 
discount rate at which it loans money 
to other banks. But one dealer for a 
major British bank said: “It was just 
rumour and counter-rumour.” 

In London, the dollar fell against 
the British pound. It cost $1.41425 to 
buy one pound sterling, more expen- 
sive than $1.40575 late Tuesday. 

Other late dollar rates compared 
with late Tuesday: 2.6440 West Ger- 
man marks, down from 2.6480; 
2.1490 Swiss francs, down from 
2.1827. 


Rally runs out of steam

TEL AVIV. - The boom dis- - 
appeared yesterday, almost being 
swallowed up as if it had never 
occurred. In the share market, prices 
were weak, although the “arrange- 
ment” sector was hardly touched. 
Index-linked bonds were stable or 
higher, but doliar-lmked bonds lost 
ground. 

On the one hand, this is a natural 
development after such shaip rises* 
as have occurred on recent days. 
Profit-taking is a healthy reaction to 
short-term gains. On the other, the 
renewal of bad news in the corporate 
sector, this time in the guise of 
Danot’s announcement that it is 
looking to take the path of voluntary 
liquidation, may augur a renewed 
emergence of a basic downtrend. 

On the third hand, so to speak, 
there is still the factor of the huge 
sums of money that are going to 
enter the economy at the end of 
October, which the markets are anti- 
cipating eagerly. 

The future is therefore harder to 
predict than ever. The lower volume 
on both markets yesterday could be 
interpreted as supporting any of the 
foregoing theories. Since today is 
once again the last session before a 
holiday break, it will probably be 
used to adjust positions. The real 
trends will only emerge later next 
week, but the majority of analysts 
expect it to be positive.

LET IT BE said plainly : if the hope of peace in the Middle East 
depends on Israel taking no action in response to murderous 
PLO terrorism, then there will be no peace in the area. But the 
charge that Israel's leaders - in this case Shimon Peres and 
Yitzhak Rabin - have conspired to undermine what is termed 
King Hussein’s peace initiative by staging the air strike against 
the PLO headquarters near Tunis on Tuesday, is inane, if not 
despicable. 

There is, it is true, a fear of peace on the extreme nationalist 
right-wing of Israeli politics. 

Had it not been for the legacy left it by the recluse who was 
for so many years its supreme leader, Menaehem Begin, it is 
doubtful whether Herat would even have signalled readness to 
enter into any peace talks with the Jordanian ruler. And if 
Hussein, in a dramatic policy reversal, had somehow consented 
to discuss peace without any preconditions save 242, and 
without Arafat, Yitzhak Shamir, if he had the power, would 
have used the occasion only to make it dear that, as far as Herat 
is concerned, Judea and Samaria are non-negotiable. 

'Which would of course mean that peace between Israel and 
Jordan could never be established. 

But Shimon Peres is not Yitzhak Shamir. The leader of the 
Alignment has a vital stake, both ideological and political, in 
moving the peace process off dead centre before he is obliged to 
hand the premiership over to the current vice premier. He 
would not, it may be assumed, allow a genuine peace prospect 


to slip through his fingers, if he can prevent it - and he would 
break up the national unity government for the purpose. 


break up the national unity government for the purpose. 

But Mr. Peres must also make-certain that the peace he is 
seeking should not be equated in the minds of his countrymen 
with appeasement. That means, above all, that be must not 
permit die PLO to go scot free after its goons have massacred 
innocent Israeli dvilians. He must see to it that due punishment 
is meted out to the terrorist organization that stands behind the 
murderers - even if that means that a great many people 
abroad, and some people at home, too, should charge him with 
sabotaging peace. 

The true saboteurs of peace, however, are those, whoever 
and wherever they are, who encourage Arafat in the belief that 
he can with impunity ran a “dual track” programme of bloody 
terror and political negotiations. 

It is regrettable that some innocent Tunisians should have 
been hurt by the bombs dropped by the airforce over the PLO 
base. But that is what is bound to happen to any Arab country, 
however moderate, that lends its territory for use by the PLO. 
The experience of poor Lebanon should have served as a 
warning to Habib Bourgiba; unfortunately, it did not. 

Traditionally, Israel has been urged by well-wishers to 
refrain from retaliation against terrorism as its contribution to 
forestalling a “cycle of violence” which would have a delete- 
rious effect on peace. But, as the White House spokesman, 
Larry Speakes, pointed out in Washington, “The only way that 
we are going to bring an end to this repetitive cycle of violence is 
to stop, in the first place, terrorist actions, which are the lowest 
form of the type of violence that we see. ” 

The next step should be to get down to brass tacks and 
explore a mutually acceptable formula for an Israel/Jordanian- 
Palestinian dialogue. King Hussein's offer, as outlined in his 
General Assembly speech last week, would no doubt have read 
somewhat differently if drafted by an Israeli. But it is useful to 
recall that the late Anwar Sadat’s.address to the Knesset eight 
years ago, too, was not greeted with universal acclamation in 
this country. 

What has been described by some Likud politicians as a vile 
set of Jordanian preconditions turn out in fact to have been 
merely statements of the Jordanian position - such as the idea 
of an international conference as an “umbrella” for direct talks. 
A position is not necessarily forever. 

In any case, Hussein's main operative proposals, in contra- 
distinction to some of the rhetoric in which they are clothed, 
appear flexible enough to not exclude mutual accommodation . 
The one thing that the king need not expect is that Israel, under 
whichever government, would consent to the participation of 
an unregenerate terrorist PLO in peace negotiations - nor to 
forbear from striking, whenever militarily necessary, at the 
perpetrators of terror.

quarters and the offices of Force 17. 

Plans for the attack evolved after 
an escalation of Arafat-directed ter- 
ror attempts. These included a bid to 
land in Tel Aviv from the sea in April 
this year, and intensified when two 
boatloads of Force 17 commandos, 
eight of whom had been trained with 
the Algerian paratroops, were inter- 
cepted in the Mediterranean in the 
last week of August. 

A fourth unit was stopped on the 
Israel-Lebanese border, also in late 
August. 

Even though it is still far from 
clear that Force 17 was behind the 
Lamaca murders on Yom Kippur. or 
that Arafat had personally sanc- 
tioned the attack, the cold-blooded 
killings provided the political eche- 
lons in Israel with just cause to order 
the strike. 

It would have been impossible to 
have retaliated for the infiltration 


attempts, or for increased PLO- 
sponsored internal terror. Only an 
incident like the one in Lamaca 
could have sparked off the response 
it did, and not be universally conde- 
mned. 

Defence sources yesterday de- 
scribed the strike in Tunis as another 
dimension in Israel's war a g a in st 
terror. They explained that because 
Israel is embarked on a course of 
exploring peace, it is essential that 
terror be stymied. 

The goal of terror, they con- 
tinued, is to destabilize and create 
fear and hatred. In an atmosphere 
like that, they concluded, peace 
talks would be impossible. 

So while in the short-term the raid 
may have ruptured peace feelers and 
Israel's relations with Egypt, in the 
strategic sense the raid could only- 
serve to bring the PLO into line, and 
prevent the organization from im- 
peding the peace process. 


(Con tinned from Page One) 
wanted to know whether one of the 
aims of the action was to kill Yasser 
Arafat and other PLO chiefs. Rabin 
did not reply directly but appeared 
to indicate that this was not the 
primary objective.

The PLO impasse

THE PRINCIPAL difference be- 
tween political philosophies of a mil- 
lennial and of a rational character 
respectively is this: The former con- 
siders escalation of conflict apd tire 
means of carrying it out as the qply 
posable development. The latter 
allows, and, indeed, strives with all 
its energies, for de-escalation. This is 
within the realm of the possible, 
because a social relationship tends 
towards it in the long run. A doctrin- 
al relationship , however, does not by 
definition, since it fulfills itself in 
eternal enmity, which is its inner 
character. This difference underlies 
the ways in which the various sec- 
tions of the population view the 
PLO, the latest action in Tunis and 
last month’s “anti-terror legisla- 
tion." 

The law imposng severe punish- 
ment, and a stigma, on personal 
meetings with members of the PLO, 
ostensibly to fight terrorism, is well 
on its way. The purpose of its spon- 
sors on tire right goes well beyond 
the actual case quoted in the text. It 
is to prevent worse: an erosion of the 
dread of, and the possible develop- 
ment of a momentum towards nego- 
tiations on peace. 

These would force the Likud’s 
admission, more explicit and more 
publicized than before, that it pre- 
fers the status quo to peace or any 
progress towards a settlement, 
thereby reneging on its international 
obligations - not that this has given it 
insomnia in the past. 

The law intends to put the PLO in 
the public mind mare firmly into an 
eschatological category, that of an 
eternal evil, outside politics, and 
thus makes the conflict more intract- 
able, justifying the Likud's absolute 
claim s making concessions look like 
total surrender. 

The eschatological categorization 
, of the PLO, creating a pseudo- 
environment, has obstructed the vi- 
sion of the realities -social, political, 
psychological - that detennine the 
conflict and has dimmed the aware- 
ness of cause and effect. 

Men are corrupted not by the 
exercise of power or debased by the 
habit of obedience - as de T ocque vfl- 
le put it - but by the exerdse of 
power which they believe to be ille- 
gitimate and by obedience to a rule 
which they consider to be usurped 
and oppressive. 


The all b.ut complete incapacity of 
the Palestinians to achieve redress 
for their grievances, or even their 
presentation, the excesses of ele- 
ments that find democracy too 
burdensome for their temper, the 
multiplying insinuations of racial in- 
feriority and the openly declared 
expends Wity of the inhabitants that 
forms the main theme of the Likud 
and its associates - none of these 
policies of Likud vintage has raised 
the hackles of the Israeli public re- 
garding their possible consequences. 

. Not only that. What is happening 
in the territories becomes an integral 
pan of the long and dolorous road of 
Jewish suffering. The settlers that 
roamed the streets of Arab cities did 
so to "break the walls of the Ghet- 
to." They protest against a conspira- 
cy to keep the territories juderirein , 
redefining the attempt at annexation 
and the "bottling up of the inhabi- 
tants like poisoned cockroaches" as 
a human right. It appears that the 
volcanoes of the Galut are fretting 
and fuming: “Jews are being killed 
for being Jews." The settlers, pleads 
Mr. Moshe Arens, are just venting 
their feelings and their anguish; the 
privilege, it appears, of the vid- 
mized. 


THE PLO- terrorism as such-is the 
mainstay of the Likud's philosophy. 
Any mention of it suffices, particu- 
larly with the untutored and 
xenophobic sections of the popula- 
tion, to preempt, a limine , any other 
political choice. It is the simplest and 
therefore most suggestive formula- 
tion of our difficulties. 

A semblance of unity in the coali- 
tion government works in favour of 
the Likud, since the effect released 
by the words takes a short-cut to the 
people's mind, avoiding the tire- 
some process of reflective thinking. 
There have been voices in the 
Labour Movement that have given 
clear expression to the link between 
the general political situation of the 
Palestinians and the rise of terror- 
ism. 

In April 1956, Moshe Dayan, then 
chief of staff, eulogized a murdered 
kibbutz member: “Let us not pour 
our invective on bis murderers to- 
day. Who are we to complain about 
their fierce hatred for us? For eight 
years now they have been sitting in 
their refugee -camps in Gaza, and. 


watching us taking root in their and 
their fathers’ land and villages right 
before their eyes. It is not against the 
Arabs of Gaza that his blood cries 
out for vengeance. It is against us... 
Let us not shri nk from the truth lest 
our sword aim weakens." 

In 1972, Yigal Alton expressed 
himself as follows: “It is a mistake to 
believe that we are faced with a 
people who are static, long- 
suffering. If we shut the gates of a 
solution in their face, if we do not 
treat them at their real value in our 
pursuit of peace, they will again be 
putting their trust. . . in terrorist orga- 
nizations.” 

They were both members of the 
Labour Movement and its authentic 
products. They were, though, not 
necessarily typical of the general 
mood- The Alignment has an in- 
different record of taking on the 
Likud when it committed its greatest 
disservices to the nation's interests. 
Whether this sprang from a desire 
not to diminish its domestic backing, 
is a moot point. The feet is that on 
major issues that have come up for 
decision, the Alignment in the past 
supported the Likud stand, such as 
on the Golan and Jerusalem laws 
(which Shimon Peres described as 
stupid and Dayan as needed like a 
hole in the head). 

Its settlement policy, though diffe- 
rent in degree, never overmuch 
stressed the basic view that legitima- 
cy is more important for survival 
than territories (as Lenin had done 
in 1917, President Rekkonen of Fin- 
land, in 1944 and after, and Ben- 
Gurion in 1957). At the debate on 
the Peace Treaty, though voting for 
it in greater proportion than the 
Likud, Labour vied with the Likud 
in deluging the treaty in a wave of 
national grief at the “heavy price," 
never making a point of its more 
ideological view that the territory 
was a liability except for the purpose 
of negotiation. 

There was no driving home the 
point that the treaty constituted a 
tremendous opportunity to destroy 
the Likud-inspired sense of self- 
segregation and the distrust that 
goes beyond a rational response and 
becomes an indispensable condition 
for a policy of closing in upon 
ourselves. 

Mapam has its own record of mis- 
sing the boat. In the early Fifties it 
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was still too busy with Germany to 
realize that Stalin was, and acted as, 
an anti-Semite and in 19S5, it is too 
busy with Bitburg and Mengele - 
laudable preoccupations in them- 
selves - to quite realize that there 
was a more relevant and topical 
concern regarding the spread of rac- 
ism, and that there was something 
more universal about the phe- 
nomenon than their archetypal and 
dogmatic kind of thinking suggested. 


NOT BEING obstructed by millen- 
nial visions and political taboos, the 
Alignm ent may be less inhibited ab- 
out taking into consideration several 
pragmatic points regarding the PLO: 

□ There is no chance for negotiations 
without an alignment between Hus- 
sein and the PLO; any withdrawal 
from recognition would mean that 
Hussein was reneging on his inter- 
Arab obligations (the Rabat resolu- 

■ tions of 1974) and would destabilize 
his kingdom. 

□ The PLO is the only Palestinian 
body that has a measure of control 
over those most likely to oppose any 
future settlement. That was a consid- 
eration that moved Sadat to negotia- 
tions with Begin, whose political 
aspirations did not otherwise com- 
mend him to Sadat. 


o The possibility that the PLO is 
acting for tactical reasons, a thing 
one may take for granted, is only 
tenable when there is a significant 
change in the mood of the Palesti- 
nian public, in a situation in which 
symbols are deeply engrained and 
become the anchor of policies on 
both sides. 

This was evident in the behind- 
the-scenes deliberations about 
which Palestinians it is permissible to 
talk .to. The proceedings had the 
character of ritualistic differentia- 
tions and an exercise in exorcism 
rather than of a political debate in an 
advanced country. 

The reclaiming of a ruined eco- 
nomy is evidently only possible in a 
government of both major parties. 
As to foreign affairs, the desired 
breakthrough can only be achieved 
in direct confrontation. 

Coming back to the latest law. one 
may empathize with Anatole France 
who, when French chauvinist suspi- 
cions reached their height during the 
Dreyfus affair, is recorded to have 
said: "If 2 should be accused of 
having stolen the towers of Notre 
Dame, I shall flee my country.”

Sir, - During the recent crisis 
involving the financial support for 
the country's nursing homes, I was 
struck by society's hypocritical post- 
ure regarding its miserable, debili- 
tated elderly. As long as these peo- 
ple - whether senile, paralysed, de- 
mented, amputees, or with bed- 
sores - were suffering “quietly" in 
their nursing homes, the public at 
large, the media, and in many if not 
most cases their own families paid 
them precious little attention. As 
son as they were “out of the closet" 
and into the hospital emergency 
rooms for all to see, the public outcry 
became enormous. It was as if the 
crime consisted of transporting these 
poor people to the hospital, rather 
than maint aining them in their mis- 
erable state. 

It is my belief that many of these 
misfortunate, suffering old people 
are not kept a live out of love, but are 
rather prevented from dying because 
of several negative factors. The first 
is guilt -most prominently due to the 
family’s inability or unwillingness to 
care for its relative in a home en- 
vironment. The second is our socie- 
ty's reluctance to accept death as the 
natural culmination of a long life 
which has come to lose all meaning 
and dignity, and consists only of 
suffering. These elderly are often 
force-fed or fed artificially and given 
other medical care to postpone their 
dying, even though their existence is 
more vegetative than human, and 
there is no hope for improvement. 

I have been involved in the care of 
a woman in her 80's who had lived in 
a nursing home for years, and who, 
for at least six months, had not been 
able to walk, talk or recognize her 
family. When she collapsed one day, 
she was resuscitated by the Magee 
David Adorn ambulance crew that 
had been summoned by the nursing 
home staff, and was subsequently 
kept alive for another five days in an 
intensive care unit by means of an 
endotracheal tube and a respirator. 

In 1970* J spent a year in Korea as • 
a physician in a military hospital, 
courtesy of the U.S. Army. I remem- 
ber one of the Korean orderlies 
telling me how his father had died. 
“When he got sick, he was too old to 
take to the hospital. We put his bed 
in a corner in die bouse and let him 
die." Lest this seem callous,- 1 men- 
tion a statement I beard several 
times from different members of a 
group of Korean college students for 
whom I was a counsellor in an 
English-speaking club. “When you 
are young, it's good to live in Amer-

The fear felt by the non-religious 
which Dr. Tropper mentions is real 
enough: the fear of the threat to 
democracy when the minority (reli- 
gious) rules over foe majority (non- 
religious), when the government 
bows to religious coercion for foe 
sake of maintaining its coalition 
power. It creates a feeling of insecur- 
ity when people cannot be counted 
on to stand up for their beliefs unless 
they are politically expedient. 

Ba'alei tshuva are indeed a threat 


-to foe secular individual, not only 
because he fears they will get to him 
or his children, but rather because 
these people tend to be aggressive 
and self-righteous, and show no re- 
spect whatsoever for foe beliefs of 
others. 

From my experience 1 do not 
agree that fear is foe main result of 
the “oonquests of foe religious," but 
rather that resentment is; bitter re- 
sentment that any group of people or 
any individual should take it upon 
himself to tell another how to five, 
what to believe, what to eat, bow to 
dress. Non-religious Jews do not 
coerce religious Jews into practicing 
or espousing their beliefs and they 
expect and desire foe same respect to - * 
return.
